Also included are various businesses in 


the shopping centers and other areas of 
the community.

A return of 70 per cent would be "fair- 


ly good," said Commissioner Joseph 
Wellman. survey chief. He hoped most of 
the questionnaires would be returned by 
late next week. 


Two Harper College professors have 


agreed to serve as consultants for the 
survey, interpreting the results for the 
commission. 


UTILIZING DATE in the survey, the 


commission will recommend a future 
housing program to the village board of 
trustees. 


A key question the survey is expected 


to answer is the number of non-residents 
working in the village who cannot afford 
to live in the community though they 
would like to do so. 


In a cover letter to organizations par- 


ticipating in the survey, the commission 
said: 


"One of the basic assumptions which 


needs to be substantiated or disapproved 
is the need for moderate-income housing, 
and >f there is a current need for this 
type of housing by the employes of Cen- 
tex Industrial Park." 


The survey includes two question- 


naires, one for the employer and another 
for employes. 


Employers are asked to list the num- 


ber of clerical, production, and manage- 
rial positions, wage classifications and 
salaries, and if the availability of hous- 
ing has been a factor in finding and 
keeping employes. 


The 16-question questionnaire to em- 


ployes asks their age, sex, education, 
marital status, number in family, resi- 
dence, distance to work, traveling time, 
monthly rent or house payment, and the 
location of moving preference if they 
have one. 


Also, the questionnaire asks if an em- 


ploye has looked for housing in the last 
two years; why they are living where 
they are; how much they can afford to 
pay in rent or house payments, the num- 
ber of bedrooms their family would need, 
income level, and total family income. 


The questions were prepared by Dr. 


John Lucas, director of planning and de- 
velopment at Harper College. 


ORGANIZATIONS participating in the 


survey will remain confidential along 
with the information. The identity of em- 
ployes is not includel in the survey.

Vote To Seek Fire Prevention Funds 


Members of the Forest View Home- 


owners Association voted Tuesday to so- 
licit funds from homeowners in the sub- 
division in order to attempt to pay for a 
fire protection contract with Elk Grove 
Village municipal authorities. 


The organization also voted to contact 


village officials to attempt to negotiate a 
contract for fire protection. 


The subdivision, in an unincorporated 


area surrounded by Elk Grove Village, 
has been without a fire protection con- 
tract for more than a year. However, the 
village had extended fire protection to 
the area while annexation proceedings 
were under way. 


The subdivision's annexation petition 


was dismissed in Circuit Court on March 
26 because less than 50 per cent of the 
land area was represented in the peti- 
tion. 


Elk Grove Village municipal officials 


have previously told the homeowners 
that the subdivision pay $11,000 for a one- 
year fire protection contract if they 
wanted fire protection. 


APPROXIMATELY $5,400 could 
be 


raised through a tax levy by the Forest 
View Fire Protection District. Several 
h o m e o w n e r s attending the Tuesday 
meeting expressed doubts that all the ad- 
ditional funds for the contract can be 
raised by a door-to-door solicitation of 
homeowners. 


The decision to solicit the additional 


funds and seek a meeting with village 
officials was taken following a talk by 
LeRoy Rehfeldt, deputy fire marshal 


with the Illinois Department of Public 
Safety. 


Rehfeldt told homeowners they have 


three alternatives open to them to obtain 
fire protection for the 90-acre subdivi- 
sion. These are annexation to the village, 
formation of their own fire department, 
or payment of the $11,000 fee for village 
fire protection. 


"Every day you're wasting, the cost of 


fire protection is going up. You people 
need fire protection. The older your 
home gets, the greater the dangers be- 
come," he said. 


He suggested homeowners meet with 


village officials to discuss their prob- 
lems. 


REHFELDT ALSO told the group their 


fire protection district could be dissolved 
after June 1 by Cook County Circuit

Estates.

wives attending the annual public affairs 
dinner of the Illinois State Medical 
Society meeting at Arlington Park Tow- 
ers this week. 


He and Washington, D.C. humorist 


Mark Russell were the guest speakers at 
the dinner. 


Stressing the need for physicians to be- 


come involved in social issues, Simon 
said Illinois should be depending on phy- 
sicians for guidance in medical legisla- 
tion or else public officials, who have 
less background in medical problems, 
will have to come up with solutions to 
problems of health care shortage. 


Simon listed several areas where he 


feels Illinois physicians and legislators 
can work to improve health care services 
in the state.

Simon went on to say physicians can 


help fight health hazards in the environ- 
ment and encourage exercise programs: 
"A mile of bicycle path costs less than 
one per cent of the highway, and pro- 
motes health. Why should only a handful 
of communities in this state have bicycle 
paths?" 


Narcotics, cigaret smoking, hospital 


costs, and alcoholism are medical-social 
health problems physicians could also 
help find answers for, Simon said.

Admits Bomb Threat Call 


A former Prospect Heights volunteer 


fireman charged with disorderly conduct 
after he telephoned a bomb threat to a 
school, pleaded guilty Monday in Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


Marvin Keihl, 21. of 415 N Windsor 


Dr., Arlington Heights, remains free on 
$5,000 bond, according to a court spokes- 
man, pending a hearing July 12 for sen- 
tencing. 


Keihl, who had been a probationary 


member of the Prospect Heights Fire 
Department, was arrested March 17 at 
his home. Following his arrest, Keihl 
was susppnded from the department. 


The false bomb threat that led to his 


arrest was made March 15 to the 
Douglas MacArthur Junior High School, 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads in Pros- 
pect Heights According to Cook County 
Sheriff's Police, the caller said a bomb 
would go off in the school about 3 p.m. 
The call resulted in evacuation of stu- 


dents from the school. 


Keihl's arrest came after a "lengthy 


investigation," according to county po- 
lice officials Following the arrest. Dist. 
23 Supt. Edward Grodsky said. "The Bell 
Telephone Co. put a lock on the district 
phone number after we received a sec- 
ond false threat (on March 12.) Kt-ihl's 
number was then traced as the phone 
used to call the bomb threat (on March 


15)." 


The bomb threat at MacArthur Junior 


High resulting in Keihl's arrest was the 
third in a series that occurred at the 
school within a few days of one another. 
In the same time span false bomb 
threats were also telephoned to two other 
Prospect Heights area schools: St. Al- 
phonsus Catholic School and Robert 
Frost School.

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Suburban Tax Bills Are On The Way

Combined assessed valuation of the 


Northwest suburban communities and 
major school dlstricta amounted to more 
than $4 billion in 1970. the Herald learned 
yesterday. Meanwhile the Cook County 
Treasurers' office was hastily preparing 
to send out the first suburban tax bills as 
it completed billing to Chicago residents. 
One official predicted 50,000 biUs would 
be sent to suburban taxpayers this morn- 
ing. 


The valuation figures, on which this 


year's forthcoming tax bills will be 
based, represent "equalized" valuation 
computed after application of the state's 
11.59 "multiplier" The multiplier for 
19W taxes was $1.52. The multiplier or 


equalization factor represents a figure 
determined by the state to equalize valu- 
ations throughout 102 Illinois counties. 


County officials estimated valuation for 


this area were generally higher than the 
previous year, but barred access to 1969 
records for an exact determination of the 
increase. 


County staff members declined to 


make the figures available on the 
grounds "they were being used," even 
though the requested records sitting in 
plain view outside County Clerk Edward 
J. Barrett's were not in use. 


A BREAKDOWN OF the combined fig- 


ures showed 11 area communities with 
valuation totalling $1.3 billion. Northwest 
suburban school districts reflect valu- 


He Looks For Fires Set 
By Delinquent Children, First 


. Capt. John Hayden of the Arlington 
Heights Fire Dept. looked disapprovingly 
yesterday at the fire extinguisher in the 
High School Dist 214 board room. 


After examining it, he said it had been 


hidden behind the door, rather than 
being mounted on the wall. The ex- 
tinguisher had been last inspected in 
1965. By now the propellent in it would 
be dry and it would not work, he said. 


Hayden added it technically was the 


proper one to have in the room. How- 
ever, after a two-second discharge. Hay- 
den said it would fill the room with car- 
bon dioxide and produce a $100 cleaning 
bill. 


Nelson Lowry. director of noninstruc- 


tional staffing, then explained the ex- 
tinguisher had been a "plant" in the 
room to demonstrate the need to inspect 
firefighting equipment. 


THK OCCASION for Hayden's "demon- 


stration" was a Dist. 214-sponsored semi- 
nary on inspections, insurance and the 
life safety code. 


The 50 persons who attended, repre- 


senting Dist. 214 and other local districts, 
heard a variety of experts explain differ- 
ent ways to prevent and report accidents 
in schools 


Hayden. as he described what his men 


look for when they inspect a school build- 
ing, said a major concern was persons 
who leave rags, papers and combustible 
materials on a school stage. 


He added that he looks more for fires 


caused by delinquent children than fires 
c a u s e d by spontaneous combustion, 
faulty 
wiring 
and 
other 
traditional 


causes. 


RICHARD BACHHtBER. a Dist 214 


board member and a technical assistant 
in the County Superintendent's office, ex- 
plained

spections, but the local fire department 
is not legally required to conduct the in- 
spection.

Bichhuber then concluded the formal

"These are the crazy 
weeks down here 
You never know 


what's going to happen and when it does 
happen, it sometimes takes you two or 
three days to find out what it was and 
how it happened."

According to the Illinois Constitution, 


the General Assembly must adjourn on 
the final day of June, six months after it 
convenes. 


Legislative tradition in Illinois says 


legislators won't do a thing during the 
first four and one-half months of the ses- 
sion, leaving the important issues to the 
end so they can be acted upon by con- 
fused and frantic legislators. 


This was the first of such weeks and 


because it's virtually impossible to know 
of everything that happens in Spring- 
field, even when you're physically a part 
of it. we're going to call upon United 
Press International to provide a sum- 
mary of what has happened so far this 
week. Keep in mind that just because 
something happens on a Monday doesn't 
mean it will hold up until Friday — or 
even until Tuesday. 


So based on UPI releases, here are 


some of the things that have happened 
during "Crazy Week No. 1:" 


THE SENATE HAS passed a bill to al- 


low the sale of liquor on election days 
and another to lower the legal age for 
males to 18 


Sen Robert W. Mitchler, R-Oswego. 


said this week his election day liquor bill 
will bring an added $270,000 to the state 
treasury every election day. 


"That's the intent of this bill," he said. 
Under the bill, local authorities would 


reserve the right to bar liquor sales if 
they so choose The bill carried 32-10.

The Senate also approved 44-5 a bill 


introduced by Springfield Republican G. 
William Horsley tn lower the legal age 
for Illinois men to 18 years, the same as 
it is for women. Horsley said the bill is 
n e e d e d to eliminate discrimination 
against men.

THE SENATE ALSO approved by 


voice vote and without discussion 
an 


amendment to pending aid to nonpublic 
schools legislation which would require 
parochial school teachers of secular sub- 
jects to be certified by the Department 
of Public Instruction.

father clause" exempting teachers hired 
before Sept. 1, 1972, from the certifica- 
tion requirement, was approved by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee last 
week.

THE SENATE ALSO cleared off its ca- 


lendar nearly thirty other noncontrover- 
sial bills but steered clear of partisan 
measures because several senators, in- 
cluding leaders of both parties, were in 
Washington for a one day White House 
conference on key domestic programs.

A HOUSE committee has voted to 


leave what type of insurance coverage to 
provide for 86,000 state employes up to 
the full House. 


The House Insurance Committee this 


week recommended that two opposing 
bills be sent to the House floor for con- 
sideration by the entire body. 


One bill, sponsored by Rep. C. L. 


McCormick, R-Murphysboro, and backed 
by the Ogilvie administration, would 
place all the state employes into one 
group for purposes of life and health in- 
surance coverage. 


The state should pay the full cost of the 


insurance for each employe, who would 
then pay for additional coverage on his 
spouse and children. 


The other bill, sponsored by Rep. Rob- 


ert Craig, D-Indianola, would continue 
the state's policy of insuring its employes 
through nine different companies offer- 
ing 25 different programs. The state 
would pick up the full insurance tab for 
each employe under this program also. 


Proponents of the Craig bill say it 


would allow the small insurance com- 
panies to retain a piece of the action. 
They say the administration bill would 
give all the business to one large insurer. 


Backers of the gnvernor's plan say it 


would be cheaper because such a large 
group could get sharply reduced rates. 
They say a company providing insurance 
under their plan would keep only 4 per 
cent of its total premiums, while the 
small companies often keep up to 30 per 
cent of the premiums. 


Representatives of the smaller insur- 


ance companies havo been lobbying fu- 
riously for the Craig bill.

The atria are the large saclike com- 


partments nt the top of the heart that 
collect the blood before it is dumped into 
the heavy muscular part of the heart 
Normally these contract once during 
each heart cycle to expel their blood into 
the muscular chambers of the heart In 
the normal individual under resting con- 
ditions they should contract about 70 or 
80 times a minute

When the atria are fibrillating that, 


may occur as rapidly as 500 tunes a min- 
ute A luge number of these rapid im- 
pulses may be transmitted to the pump- 
ing part of the heart and cause it to beat 
irregularly and too fast When this condi- 
tion affects the circulation enough to in- 
terfere with the amount of blood the 
heart can pump, a person will note the 
problem you described 


The most common cause of persistent 


fibrillation in a person in your age group 
is atherosclerosis, or fatty deposits in the 
arteries to the heart The speed and to 
some extent the regularity of the heart is 
often controlled by one of the digitalis 
medicines like you are taking In fact, 
some individuals who have fibrillation 
without having any underlying heart 
problems (sometimes seen in young 
people) will develop a normal heart beat 
after taking digitalis 


I can't really recommend any exercise 


that will strengthen your muscles with- 
out knowing more about you If athe- 
rosclerosis has caused your problem, you 
should not try to do a lot of strenuous 
exercise. 


You should talk this over with your 


doctor, but if you are doing well and not 
having symptoms, the most appropriate 
exencse for you would be walking 


There is no need to walk too fast or try 


to walk too far at any one tune Walking 
is wonderful exercise and as long as you 
don't try to accomplish too much too fast 


it helps the overall body condition and 
generally will not overload the heart. 


I would like to emphasize again, 


though, that you should not start any ex- 
ercise program without talking it over 


with your doctor. (Newspaper Enterprise

The hospital anticipates that the re- 


sults of the expansion will provide an 
emergency service to serve a community 
of 300,000 or more on a day-to-day basis 
with the best possible trauma care at a 
reasonable cost by 1973 


The emergency room at Northwest is 


now one of the busiest in the state for a 
small hospital, handling more emer- 
gencies in 1970 than most hospitals with 
twice its 223 beds 


Since the hospital opened 11 years ago, 


volume in the emergency department 
has doubled every three and a half 
years This trend is expected to continue 
through the 1970s 


Between midnight Friday and midnight 


Sunday, Northwest's emergency room 
handles about 250 cases Each day dur- 
ing 1970, the average volume ran 74 
patients. The 1970 total of 26,942 was 
2,500 more than 1969 and 5,800 more than 
the 1968 total of 21,180. 


The emergency room for most hospi- 


tals is an economic burden because it 
must always be staffed it means sala- 
ries arc paid for 8,760 hours each year 
rather than 2,080 hours as in a normal 
business 


people we're getting," Gardner says,

This is what 
the people are saying. They want out of 
this war now " 


Thus it is that Common Cause, flat out, 


full bore, is seeking victory for The 
People. And never mind the bruises. 
Some say the pressure tactics are wrong, 
some say Congress should not be in- 
timidated or the President forced into 
decisions — but Gardner and his citizen's 
lobby feel Vietnam is an idea whose time 
has gone.

Threat To Free 


Press Growing 


Vice Pres. Spiro Agnew's speech 


to the General Assembly last week 
seemed to give dangerous momen- 
tum to anti-press sentiment among 
some elected officials in Illinois. 


This is not to suggest the Vice 


President had anything new to say. 
His remarks to the lawmakers 
were no more vindictive than those 
he has uttered so many times in 
the past In now familiar rhetoric. 
Agnew charged that the press 
should "apologize" to Chjcago po- 
lice for what happened in that in- 
famous debacle known as the 1968 
Democratic convention. 


We failed to see the reasoning 


behind Agnew's statements. Equal- 
ly vague was the relationship be- 
tween the subject of the press and 
tnat of federal revenue sharing, 
which the Vice President was sup- 
po>,ed to talk about. Whatever his 
purpose. Mr. Agnew only served to 
support fears that the nation's 
number-two chief executive has 
embarked on a personal campaign 
to intimidate the press. 


A few days later. Cook County 


State's Attorney Edward V. Hanra- 
han. a long-time critic of the news 
media in Chicago, renewed his 
campaign against the press. In a 
news release — of all things — the 
state's attorney assailed Chicago 
broadcasters and newspapers for, 
among 
other 
things, 
"indiffer- 


ence " In particular, Hanrahan 
wasn't happy with the way crime 
news involving his office was being 
reported 


Meanwhile, 
in Springfield, 
the 


House Executive Committee, by an 
11-7 vote, recommended the legis- 
lature set up a commission to in- 
vestigate the news media for what 
the measure's backers called "in- 
accuracy." 


It is unclear what the bill's 


proponents hope to achieve. We 
have enough faith in the General 
Assembly to support a prediction 
the measure will fall flat on its 
face Certainly, the bill's sponsors, 


Rep. Harry Yorell. D-Oak Lawn 
and 
Rep. John S. 
Matijevich, 


D-North Chicago, also are aware 
the legislature won't buy the pro- 
posal. That being the case, we can 
only assume the legislative move is 
intended as something of a scare 
tactic. 


We are deeply troubled over the 


growing tendency among office- 
holders to use public statements 
and legislative proposals as de- 
vices for bringing the press "into 
line." Constitutional guarantees for 
the news media, unshackled by 
government controls, are clearly in 
jeopardy. 


We all would do well to heed the 


ominous warning from Illinois Sen. 
Charles H. Percy. It is significant 
that the Republican senator made 
his remarks on the heels of Ag- 
ne.v's speech and at the same time 
the House Executive Committee 
was winding up action on its mea- 
sure. 


In a speech before the Illinois 


Broadcasters Association, Percy 
said, "Conscious efforts are being 
made to nibble away at the free- 
dom of the press. Regretably, too 
few people are reacting sufficiently 
to this threat " If these efforts con- 
tinue, he cautioned, "the public 
may remain uninformed and pow- 
erless to alter the course of govern- 
ment." 


We do not suggest the press is 


above 
criticism. 
Mistakes 
are 


made, and the need for improve- 
ment is ever-present. But righting 
the wrongs of the press will best 
come from within the industry not 
from government officials carrying 
out self-styled programs of in- 
timidation. 


The media and each citizen 


should vigorously resist attempts 
by some public officials in this na- 
tion to foster a wave of anti-press 
sentiment. They are playing a 
game that can only undercut a cor- 
nerstone of our democracy. 


And it is a game with no winners. 


Belated Redress To The Indians 


E v e r y b o d y agrees that the 


American Indian got a raw deal 
from the fork-tongued white man, 
who paid pennies an acre for valu- 
able land he took from its original 
owners — when he paid at all. 


But amends are being made and 


have been for some time The new 
militancy of the American Indian 
in asserting his rights is not really 
so new 


The American Institute of Real 


Estate Appraisers has issued a 
table of more than 100 cases in- 
volving tribal claims for com- 
pensation in the 1960s. 


Indian Claims Commission set- 


tlements have resulted in the In- 
dians receiving an average of 37.6 
per cent of the value they claimed. 
In seven cases where the tribes 
employed institute experts, they 
received 46 per cent. 


This does not sound very good. 


Yet the commission's holdings also 
averaged 
several times higher 


than the government's appraised 
value. In two cases, they were as 
high as 1.700 per cent of the gov- 
ernment's appraisals. And in one 
case involving 924,000 acres in Ok- 
lahoma, the Delaware tribe was 
awarded 2.000 per cent more than 
it had asked for. 


The Indian Claims Commission 


reported at the end of 1969 that 150 
money judgments totaling $305 mil- 
lion had been processed, with 301 
remaining to be adjudicated. 


The appraisal problem in all 


these cases is highly complex be- 
cause of the requirement to ap- 
praise land values at a particular 
time in history, sometimes more 
than 100 years ago. 


Of course, if the white man had 


done right by the red man in the 
first place, none of this would be 
necessary today.

Policemen Deserve A Decent Standard Of Living 


I am a relatively new resident nf Roll- 


ing Meadows, having lived here only a 
year and a half. But it didn't take long to 
realize what a lucky move my family 
had made. In a country where it is diffi- 
cult to have faith in any level of govern- 
ment, Rolling Meadows is a city to be 
proud to live in. 


Little things started cropping up right 


away. Like the vehicle sticker cost being 
cut in half instead of doubling. Then in 
1971 it dropped even lower. Bigger things 
too, like an indoor skating rink we can 
use all year round. 


Just recently one of my co-workers 


was successful in a bid for trustee in 
Hanover Park. During his campaign he 
queried me on our city operated garbage 
system. "If I get elected," he said, "one 
of the things I want to try tn set up is our 
own garbage collection, 
like yours." 


Then I had to tell him it was free, too. 


A couple of months ago, with local 


elections coming up, I thought I had bet- 
ter attend at least a few village council 
meetings tn see first hand our govern- 
ment at work. Here I developed a feeling 
that the mayor and aldermen had indeed 
the people's best interests in mind. At 
one meeting where the mental health is- 
sue was being discussed, Mr. Scanlon 
made a comment to the effect "We're 
not satisfied with the reasoning that ev- 
eryone else is going along with some 
idea, but rather is it best for the people 
of Rolling Meadows." That comment 
made me proud indeed. 


Tn keeping with this line of reasoning is 


that our government and its employees 
should be better paid than our neighbor- 
ing communities. In this way we should 
be able to attract the most able and qual- 
ified people. Thus I was agreeable to the 
city council upptng the mayor's salary to 
$5000 from $3000 and the treasurer's to 
$3500 from $2000. 


But there seems to be a notable weak- 


spot in our city, judging from the recent 
articles in the Herald about our police 
wanting to join the CCPA. If Mr. Wolf's 


slatement in the article on May 6th is 
correct, that the city police salary is $700 
under the average at all levels, then it's 
no wonder our police want a bargaining 
unit to represent them. Seems to me it 
would be worth considering including our 


police force in our "better than average" 
policy. 


I have always felt that a policeman's 


salary s-hould be better than it is, consid- 
ering tie services they render and the 
potential risks involved. And I for one 


e? 


would like t'i ask our license, police, and 
health committee to give serious thought 
to allowing our police to maintain a stan- 
dard of living they too can.be proud of.

Would you grant refunds 
for all the unused seats provided by 
those with small families (regardless of 
religion), and for the empty seats which 
will soon appear as there is a declining 
enrollment at the elementary level? 


What is it to be — "an eye for an eye . 


. .." or "The Golden Rule?" In my 
"sheer stupidity." and in exercising my 
freedom of choice, I shall have to choose 
the latter, for I believe in freedom and 
the greatness that is America, with pub- 
lic schools as one of the best places to 
demonstrate it. if not destroyed by those 
with adverse ideologies.

Sew A Fine Seam At Home

One of the nation's fastest growing mo- 


tel chains is headed by a man who got 
out of the Navy in 1945 at the age of 22 
and went to work a* a common laborer. 


But it M happened that as a laborer 


Earl Gagosian - now president and 
board chairman of Royal Inns of Amer- 
ica Inc. — was working on building a 
motel. 


Laborer or not, Gagosian had a rich 


man's dream which he translated into 
reality. He believed — and is on his way 
to proving — that a bit of luxury "bed- 
ding down" combined with economy of 
building, nre the touchstones to success. 


He believed that the average Ameri- 


can, growing in affluence every day, 
would pay for extra attention and a few 
sybaritic luxuries. He threw in some of 
these "goodies" of convenience living 
with each motel and came out a winner. 


FROM THAT BEGINNING Gagosian 


worked upward within the Travelodge or- 
ganization, became head of its construc- 
tion company and supervised the build- 
ing of some 300 mntels. He later was 
named a vice president and board mem- 
ber 


Trivelodge began cutting back on new 


construction in 1965 to the point that by 
the time Gagosian decided to go out on 
his own in 1986 he took the construction 
comapny with him and changed 
its 


name. He then borrowed $50,000 and was 
in business. 


"We retained the secret of fast con- 


struction to cut down costs," Gagosian 
said. "We average seven months to put 
up a motel-hotel complex." 


Royal Inns then established two sub- 


sidiary companies — Royal Financial 
Corp., and Royal Leasing Co. 


MOST INNS OPERATE on a co-owner 


basis. The parent corporation provides fi- 
nancing, architectural plans, construc- 
tion, advertising and public relations. 
The co-owner usually receives 10 per 
cent of gross sales and 50 per cent of net 
profit for his investment. 


Gagosian runs his empire from the 


fifth floor of the Royal Inn located on 
San Diego's Point Loma, overlooking the 
bay. 
The corporate offices take up one 


floor. 


At present there are 40 Royal Inns in 


operation with a total of 4,100 rooms. 
Construction in 1971 is expected to bring 
the total to 6,462 rooms by December. 


Gagosian says he expects sales of at 


least $.10 million during 1971.

Home sewing has boomed into a $3- 


billion-a-year industry. 


Last year about one billion yards of 


material were sold at an average price 
of $2 a yard. Notions such as thread, zip- 
pers, pins and buttons amounted to $400 
million. About $225 million worth of pat- 
terns were sold, along with more than 
two million sewing machines. 


Two out of five garments worn by 


women and children are now made at 
home, reports the Family Economics Bu- 
reau of Northwestern National Life In- 
surance Co. 


Nearly half of today's 45 million home 


seamstresses are under 30. Sewing is the 
No. 1 hobby of teen-age girls. 


Over six million teen-agers are en- 


rolled in sewing courses at school. Sew- 
ing classes consistently have the highest 
enrollments 
of 
all 
adult 
education 


classes. 


Reasons for the phenomenon include a 


renewed interest in home crafts, rising 
prices, rebellion against the dictates of 
the fashion designers (the midiskirt, for 
example) and new fabrics that make 
sewing easier. 


Something else may be involved — a 


happy blending of the self-sufficiency of 
our ancestors with the products of a ma- 
chine age in which everything is done for 
us. Home sewing is only one part of the 
do-it-yourself trend which began after 
World War II and which continues today. 


True enough, few of us cut down trees 


to make our own lumber any more, or 
spin our own thread and weave our own 
cloth.

sus figures for 1970 Indicate that the per- 
centage of homeowner families is in- 
creasing Nearly 70 per cent of all Amer- 
3can families live in their own house. 
; GtVSTEENS SAID relatively new 
jforms of ownership to meet the growing 
3temands for homes are available. Two 
^camples *re condominium and coopera- 
tive ownerships Under the condominium 
3ype families own their own apartments, 
Awhile tn cooperatives, usually the occu- 
ipmti own shares in the corporation 
>hich holds title to the building. 
'. "While in the past these forms of own- 


ership were limited to apartment-type 
buildings, there is an emerging trend 
toward cooperative ownership of single- 
family houses " he said "Under such 
plans, each house is owned outright but 
the streets, grounds, and recreational 
areas are under common ownership 
With this system the grounds are taken 
care of by employes of the cooperative, 
and uniformly attractive living and rec- 
reational areas are assured 


"In spite of the expansion of, and need 


for, homes, there are attacks on the con- 
cept of single-family home ownership " 
he said "Certain misguided individuals 
feel that we are running out of land This 
is certainly not supported by the facts 
This certainly does not indicate that land 
is scarce 


"Admittedly, in some of our urban 


areas there is justified criticism of urban 
sprawl, but this is not the fault of the 
people who want to own their own 
homes," he said, citing the shoi t-siglrt- 
edness of urban planners 


"We should not, however, deny people 


ownership of their own homes, simply 
because of the errors of others," Gun- 
steens said "For many, home ownership 
is their best form of self-expression — in 
decorating, landscaping, gardening, in 
the ability to keep pets, in entertaining 
— and they want to be able to accom- 
plish this without checking with a resi- 
dent manager or worrying about both- 
ering the people living above or below. 
Finally, is it really fair to raise children 
in the sometimes antiseptic atmosphere 
of an apartment9"

MOBILE HOME CREDIT outstanding 


at commercial banks amounted to $3 2 
billion in mid-1970 Twelve states ac- 
counted for over three-fifths of this total.

Although mobile 
home credit accounted for only 6 per 
cent of total instalment credit out- 
standing at banks, it represented 40 per

It represented 40 per 
cent of non automotive installment credit 
These and other data on mobile home fi- 
nancing at banks, summarized in the 
March Federal Reserve Bulletin, are

LOAN LOSSES were higher in 1970 


than 1969 for both large and small mem- 
ber banks in every district state. Net 
losses on loans last year ranged from a 
low of .03 per cent of loans at the aver- 
age Michigan bank with deposits under 
$5 million to .46 per cent of loans at the 
average Iowa bank with deposits over 
$100 million. Loan figures used are aver- 
ages of outstandings at the beginning, 
middle, and end of the year. 


The average of all individual bank loan 


loss ratios increased to .23 per cent in 
1970 from 15 per cent in 1969. By state, 
the smallest increase, from 13 to .18 per 
cent, was recorded for member banks in 
Michigan; the largest increase, from .10 
to .20 per cent, was recorded for banks in 
Iowa. By deposit-size group, the smallest 
increase. .15 to .19 per cent, occurred at 
banks with $5-$ 10 million in deposits, and 
the largest increase occurred at banks 
with over $100 million in deposits. 


Major banks in the nation's money cen- 


ters have continued to reduce their re- 
liance on non-deposit liabilities in recent 
months At the 46 major reserve-city 
banks that report this information regu- 
larly, these liabilities declined $3.3 billion 
between the last week of January and 
the last week of April Time deposit in- 
flows offset $3 billion of that decline The 
composition of nondeposit funds also 
changed. Eurodollars, or balances due to 
foreign branches, accounted for 41 per 
cent of nondeposit sources in the last 
week of January. A decline of $4.8 billion 
left them at an average of $2.2 billion, or 
16 per cent of nondeposit sourses, in the 
last week of April Net purchases of fed- 
eral funds declined £90 million, while 
short-term borrowings, largely securities 
sold under repurchase agreements, in- 
creased $1.5 billion. 


REGULAR PASSBOOK savings de- 


posits at commercial banks showed sub- 
stantial gains during the first quarter of 
1971. The increases were widespread; all 
but one of the 51 Seventh District urban 
areas reporting on time deposit activity 
showed increases in regular savings bal- 
ances 
between 
December 
1970 and 


March 1971. 


Since banks began to promote open ac- 


c o u n t t i m e deposits and certifi- 
cates, regu- 
lar savings balances have generally de- 
clined or increased at a very slow pace. 
For the district as a whole, the first- 
quarter 1971 gain was the first in at least 
six years. Deposit gains were largest in 
the district's major population centers, 
but they rose faster than in the corre- 
sponding period of any recent year in 
smaller urban areas, also. 


Significant growth was also noted in 


the South suburbs, in the 10 year review 
where 29,463 new apartment units were 
registered. Joliet led this area with 3,707 
followed by Oak Lawn which tallied 3,424 
in the same 10 year period. 


"INDUSTRY HAS been attracted to 


many of the South suburbs with much 
land being zoned to attract new plants. 
Another factor is the installation and ex- 
tension of the Stevenson Expressway, 
which connects with the modernized Rte. 
66 as far Southwest as Springfield," con- 
cluded Barstow. 


Apartment construction in the North 


suburbs from 1961 to 1970 totaled 13,901. 
In a further analyzation by the Bell Sur- 
vey, it should be noted that Waukegan 
comprised nearly one-third of this total 
with 4,483 starts in this period. Evanston 
reported 2,193 in the multi-family cate- 
gory, followed by Skokie with 1,844. 


To the South of Chicago, Indiana towns 


recorded 10,696 apartment permits, in 
the same period, led by Gary (3,015) and 
followed by Highland (2,029) and Mun- 
ster( 1,714).

"Obviously, we'd like to see more call- 


ing and less cable cutting this year," 
said B B. Batistert. Illinois Bell's Pala- 
tine wire chief. "We'd appreciate 24 
hours' notice before excavators put a 
shovel In the ground and discover a tele- 
phone cable burled beneath. We'll check 
our records immediately, and might be 
able to phone back within minutes if we 
find we have no cables buried at the site. 
If we do have buried cable in the area, 
we'll get to the site to locate and mark 
the cabel route before digging begins." 


Baustert points out that contractors 


are billed by Illinois Bell for careless 
digging. 


Lest year Illinois Bell received 10,234 
calls in the Elgin District asking for lo- 
cations of buried cable. Still, there were 
239 recorded incidents of cable, damage 
in the district. 


To emphasize the importance of build- 


ers and homeowners calling before they 
dig, Illinois Bell has held meetings with 
groups of suburban builders to explain 
the problems and solutions. The com- 
pany's engineering department works 
with contractors planning major jobs 
such as widening streets, building high- 
ways or developing large subdivisions. 
The company's engineering department 
works with contractors planning major 
jobs such as widening streets, building 
highways nr developing large subdivi- 
sions. "And when digging actually be- 
gins, we send the same man out with 
special high frequency equipment to 
trace the path of the buried lines daily as 
work progresses," said R. F. Stolt, Ar- 
lington Heights *ire chief. 


The company will also supply Call Be- 


fore You Dirr stickers that can be affixed 
to construction equipment as well as vil- 
lage building permits. 


Although the 1971 building season is 


just getting under way, cable cuts this 
year already have affected the tele- 
communications to hospitals, police and 
fire stations, radio and television trans- 
mitters, homes and businesses. 


The number of buried cables is in- 


creasing all the time. "Telephone com- 
pany policy," says Stott, "is to put all 
new lines below ground whenever prac- 
ticable. This weather proofs telephone 
service at the same time it beautifies the 
communities we serve." 


Baustert said there are more than 1,700 


miles nf buried cable in the Elgin Dis- 
trict — which is more than 80 per cent of 
all the telephone wire in the area. 


"But the advantages of buried cable," 


Baustert said, "can suddenly turn into 
severe complications for the customer 
and us when someone hits a cable. 
That's why we put so much emphasis on 
Call Before You Dig. We hope it will be 
everyone's slogan this year. And don't 
forget, the Repair Service number (the 
number to call before you dig) is in the 
front pages of local telephone direc- 
tories." 


The Chicagoland Better Heating-Cool- 


ing Council has started a public informa- 
tion program to acquaint Chicago area 
residents with the dangers of dealing 
with phony or unreliable contractors. 


The council noted that the local Better 


Business Bureau received over 6,000 
c o m p l a i n t s and inquiries involving 
fraudulent activity in the heating and air 
conditioning area last year. 


CHARLES G. WHITCHURCH, execu- 


tive secretary of the Chicagoland Better 
Heating-CoolingCouncil, listed guidelines 
in dealing with heating or air conditioni 
conditioning contractors: 


Don't panic. If an emergency occurs 


and you can't reach the firm that nor- 
mally services your heating and cooling 
equipment, call the gas company, the 
electric company, or if necessary, the 
fire department. 


Check out the reputation and profes- 


sional references of any firm you do 
business with — before you do business 
with them. Does the contractor have a 
good reputation in your area? If the firm 
is a member of a respected industry or- 
ganization — such as the Mechanical 
Contractors Chicago Association (372- 


6280) or the Chicagoland Better Heating- 
Cooling Council (346-1862) — it's a good 
sign that the firm is legitimate and re- 
liable. 


Request and carefully inspect the cre- 


dentials of anyone who represents him- 
self as an inspector. Legitimate author- 
ides will carry complete identification. 
You may call the Chicago Building De- 
partment (744-4000) or the Cook County 
Building and Zoning Department (321- 
5500) to verify credentials. 


Do nat let anyone go near your heating 


or air conditioning equipment before you 
are completely satisfied as to their integ- 
rity and reliability. A gyp artist might 
"repair" your unit with a hammer. 


Take extra care if an unsolicited "re- 


pairman" or "contractor" calls. Don't be 
pressued into doing (or signing) anything 


before checking out his story. Find out 
who he represents. Call his company to 
see who sent him to you. Then check on 
his company (the Better Business Bfl- 
reau - 467-0650 — is a good source). 
Don't pay any attention to scare talk. 


Finally, you may want to contact the 


Chicagoland 
Better 
Heating-Cooling 


Council for information or assistance in 
locating reputable hydronic (forced wa- 
ter) contractors near you who can be 
consulted about your air conditioning or 
heating needs. The council is an organi- 
zation of the Chicago-area firms which 
provide heating and cooling systems for 
any structure from a residence or apart- 
ment building up to a factory or sky- 
scraper. For information, call CBHC's 
information director, Don Smith at 346;

tion as well as flood control facilities," 
he said. "Until we see a program in- 
volving the participation of the whole 
community it is difficult for us to support 
this action," he said. 


Albert Rosendahl, senior civil engineer 


for MSD, said the new ruling, involving 
the creation of man-made lakes for the 
retention of storm 
water, may in- 


corporate recreation areas. He also said 
there may be MSD studies in areas of 
existing housing, where there are flood- 
ing problems. 


Richard Lanyon, MSD engineer of 


flood control, said last Friday's ruling is 
an attempt to avert further flooding. "In 
order to solve existing flooding, we 
recently built three flood control reser- 
voirs, and several more are being de- 
signed," he said. 


"We have also contracted with the 


United States Soil Conservation Service 
to make a comprehensive plan for an 
area covering 
approximately 1,200 


square miles in Cook, Lake, DuPage and 
Will counties and parts of Indiana and 
Wisconsin," said Lanyon. "The total 
study wiH take three or four years to 
complete. As we identify flood control 
projects in the course of the study, we 
will construct them."

Safety Code Being Published 


Construction employers gained a 90- 


day reprieve in the implementation of 
the Occupational Safety and Health Law 
of 1970 


Although the law became effective 


April 28. the publication of standards has 
not been completed "It takes some time 
to publish regulations, which is now 
being done," said Paul Williams, infor- 
mation officer for the U S. Labor Depart- 
ment in Chicago 


The law is in effect, but we are giving 


employers until Aug IS to read the law 
"The exception would be that if an immi- 
nent danger is found, we can take imme- 
diate action ' 


The previous Construction Safety Act. 


although it does not provide for penalties 
as severe as the new safety law, is in 
effect, Williams noted "Under the provi- 


sions of the 1970 Occupational Safety and 
Health Act, we could use 
procedures 


which would lead to fines or imprison- 
ment," he said 


Williams said the new safety law pro- 


vides for the regulation of most in- 
dustries Labor Department inspectors 
will make regular inspections of facilities 
in addition to checking specific com- 
plaints 


Robert K Widdicombe Jr., executive 


director of the Home Builders Associ- 
ation of Chicagoland, said representa- 
tives of the National Association of Home 
Builders have requested that the new 
safety standards oifferentiate between 
light and heavy construction 
"Regu- 


lations need to be separated into light 
construction, typically home building, 
garden apartments and shopping centers, 


from the heavy construction industry, 
which includes bridge building and heavy 
mdustnal work," he said. "We have also 
requested that the Labor Department 
make the requirements less stringent, to 
reduce construction costs." 


According to Widdicombe, certain stan- 


dards announced by the Labor Depart- 
ment would add to costs without improv- 
ing the safety on a job site. He cited the 
provisions requiring handrails around 
scaffolding and that stairwells be con- 
structed before the framing of a struc- 
ture is completed, as examples.

puzzling, the bank said. 


The bank contends that currency is 


held for only two reasons: as a means of 
transfer or as a store of value. Evidence 
indicates that transaction uses are not 
sufficient to explain the increase in cur- 
rency in circulation since 1960. The stock 
of smaller denomination 
notes ($1 


through $10) increased 37 4 per cent from 
1960 to 1970, while larger denominations 
($20 through $1,000) increased 753 per 
cent over the same period. The largest 
percentage increase occurred in $100 
notes which nearly doubled over the ten- 
year span. Moreover, the value of all 
notes in denominations of*100 or more in 
circulation increased 86 per cent in the 
period from 1960-70. 


The decade of the sixties was one in 


which interest rates and, therefore, the 
implicit costs of holding currency rose 
sharply. Nevertheless, currency in circu- 
lation has grown more rapidly than de- 
mand deposits over the past decade. In 
part, this appears to be due to the fact 
that currency transactions and hoards 
are difficult to detect Substantial hoards 
of "dollars" may be held by foreigners 
who trust it more than their native cur- 
rencies, says the bank

Using Checklist At Model Homes 


Seventy per cent of the nation's largest 


C"q,oration.< do not have full-fledged real 
est.ite departments 
But these same 


firms own an average of $13.1 million 
worth of real estate 'book value figures). 


The .10 per cent of the corporations 


wi'h real estate departments own an av- 
erage of $lfi 2 million worth of real estate 
'hook value figures'. 


This information was revealed in a 


study nf corporation real estate practices 
conducted for the international Society of 
Real Estate Appraisers by the research 
firm of Crahame H. Aldrich and Associ- 
ates 


The survey was conducted among 500 


of the i.ono top corporations listed in 
Fortune Magazine (June, 1970). A 16-part 
questionnaire was sent to the chief exec- 
utive officer of each corporation asking 
for hi.s cooperation, of which 24.6 per 
cent responded. 


In 
releasing the study, a society 


spokesman said, "With more and more 
corporations investing in real estate, we 
felt it necessary to know more about cor- 
porate real estate practices, policies and 
procedures. We wanted to know, also, if 
corporations utilize the skills of profes- 
s i o n a I real estate appraisers 
and 


analysts. 


In addition to revealing the lack of cor- 


porate real estate departments, the study 
disclosed that the average corporation 
owns $9 million worth of surplus land 
and buildings 


Of the corporations with real estate de- 


partments, 74 3 per cent are acquiring 
real estate, compared to only 27.5 per 
cent of the corporations without real es- 
tate departments. On the other hand, 55.5 
per cent of the corporations with real es- 
tate departments are disposing of real 
estate, versus 45.5 per cent of the corpo- 
rations without real estate departments. 


When it comes to real estate apprais- 


als, the study showed that 51.3 per cent 
of the corporations with real estate de- 
partments use appraisals to ascertain 
the value of property for sale. Whereas, 
only IB H per cent of the corporations 
without real estate departments have an 
appraisal made for sale of property. 


Motivation for real estate investment 


Is divided between equity participations 
i investment > and diversification, with 
37 <> per cent of all corporations engaging 
in e.ich activity Real estate investments 
t^ed as tax shelters attract 6.9 per cent 
of the corporations 


The second most common reason for 


property appraisals is for insurance pur- 
poses Thirty-nine and one-tenth (39.1) 
per cent of the corporations without real 
estate departments use appraisals for es- 
timating the value of property for insur- 
ance coverage, while only 7.7 per cent of 
the corporations with real estate depart- 
ments use appraisals for this purpose. 


The protest, or appeal, of tax assess- 


ments scored high on the list of reasons 
for employing appraisers. Ten and two- 
tenths (10 2> per cent of the corporations 
with real estate departments use ap- 
praisers for estimating the value of prop- 
erty involved in tax cases; 13 per cent of 
the corporations without real estate de- 
partments use appraisers for this pur- 
pose 


Most corporations do not have their 


own staff appraisers Among the corpo- 
rations with real estate departments. 38.7 
per cent use independent fee appraisers, 
compared to 33 "> per cent of those with- 
out real estate departments. Slightly 
more than 12 per cent of both categories

Recognition of the professional desig- 


nations for appraisers was fairly high. 
Among corporations with real estate de- 
partments, designations awarded by the 
American Institute of Real Estate Ap- 
praisers (MAI and RM) were known to 
41.5 per cent. The designations of the 
Society of Real Estae Appraisers (SREA 
and SRA> were recognized by 37.7 per 
cent of the corporations with real estate 
departments 


"The high percentage of corporations 


without real estate departments indicates 
the need for these corporations to ac- 
quire an 'education' in treating real es- 
tate as a working asset," the research 
firm stated. Aldrich, who conducted the 
study, said, "Our field studies found that 
nr»st corporations without real estate de- 
partments placed real estate adminis- 
tration under policies controlled by the 
corporate treasury operation. We also 


found a few firms which claimed they 
owned no real estate, only production 
and office facilities. We found isolated 
cases in which real estate matters were 
in the hands of the public relations or 
public affairs departments. 
We also 


found one case in which a corporation 
employed over 50 corporate real estate 
officers, but the decisions to buy and sell 
real estate were made by the district 
sales office." 


The international Society of Real Es- 


tate Appraisers is the largest indepen- 
dent association of professional real es- 
tate appraisers and analysts in North 
America. The Chicago-based 
organiza- 


tion has 18,000 members in 181 chapters 
in the United States, Canada and Puerto 
Rico.

A checklist has been prepared by Lev-

Model home visitors often forget to ask 


important questions, said Robert Craig, 
director of sales and marketing for Lev- 
itt's Chicago-area operations. A sub- 
sidiary of International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp., the firm currently has 
three subdivisions open in this area: 
Strathmore in 
Buffalo 
Grove; 
and 


Sheffield Park and Sheffield Towne in 
Schaumburg. 


Reasons behind some of the questions 


are evident; others may need a little ex- 
planation, Craig said. Buyers should ask 
a builder if he gives a spot survey at 
closing to guarantee that the builder has 
put the home in the proper spot on the 
lot, he said. 


IF YOU'RE BUYING a home without 


a basement, ask whether the house is 
built on a concrete slab or has a crawl- 


space under it. People with bad feet or 
rheumatic conditions, for example, find a 
crawlspace more comfortable because 
there is an air barrier between floor and 
ground to "soften" the flooring, he said. 


Complete landscaping is ar-ather im- 


portant point, said Craig. Som* mort- 
gages only require the builder to give 
you one tree and some grass seed but a 
thorough builder will completely land- 
scape your lawn with trees and shrubs at 
no extra cost. 


Buyers can .also ask about yearly ap- 


preciation value. On the average, a home 
should increase in value from 5-7 per 
cent yearly; some get 10 per cent or bet- 
ter, Craig said. 


Inquire about move-in dates. The big- 


ger the builder, usually the more flexible 
the move-in date, he said. 


Other questions you should ask are: 


what kind of sewage system? how are 
the rooms kid out? how do you get your 
water? what' kind of reputation does the 


builder have for backing up his product?

Sound hard hitting? It is meant to be 


for the very things that caddies some- 
times fail to <k> ore flagrantly violated by 
adult golfers, especially in the golf 
leagues I've played in the past three 
years. Six of the points listed on the cad- 
die card arc applicable to league golfers: 


• HANDLING THE FLAG STICK - 


Did you ever consider where you are 
standing? Are you in one of your four- 
some's line? Arc you keeping perfectly 
still and holding the flag so it doesn't 
flap while ymir partner is putting? Is 
your shadow in your partner's line or 
covering the cup? 


• REPLACING DIVOTS - Are you the 


first to complain when your ball lands in 
a fairway divot, the same fairway in 
which you failed to put back the hunk of 
turf ynu dug out the last time out? 


• REPAIRING BALL MARKS - Do 


you check where your ball landed on the 
green and fix the gouge that you may 
have made' And if you find several in 
that area, dn you care enough about the 
course to repair more than one if you 
have the time? 


• RAKING TRAPS - Did you leave 


the last bunker you were in looking like a 
moon walk? Did you ever think that 
raking a trap will give you time to calm 
down after blowing a shot? 


• LOCATING THE BALL - Do you 


follow your shot, even though it's a 
vicious hook or slice, and line it up with 
some object on the horizon? Or do you 
turn away after hitting a poor shot only 
to hold up the rest of the course hunting 
for it? 


• COt'RTESY — Do you whisper when 


a player is teeing off or putting? Do you 
practice swinging when your partner is 
doing it for real? Do you tramp across 
his line before he's had a chance to putt? 


If ynu answered yes to any of these, 


how would yon grade yourself? And if 
you've been just a little observant, you 
have had to notice your golfing buddies 
commltlng these same violations. 


If some of the things your friends are 


doing bug you, tell them about it. How- 
ever, do it tactfully, like over a drink at 
the end of the round. But tell them!

People eat iteak because they like it. 


They don't uiually think ibout the 
amounts of protein, calcium and calories 
they are getting. 


Roland Bartlett, University of Illinois 


professor of agricultural economics, used 
steak to illustrate to Illinois dairymen at 
last week'I U. of I. Agricultural Industry 
Forum that a propotal to base milk 
prices on the protein content of milk 
make* little tense. 


"The market value of most foods Is not 


based on their nutritive value. Any at- 
tempt to price milk protein or any other 
ingredient In milk oa Its nutritive value 
would be uneconomic." Bartlett said. 


He illustrated his point by comparing 


creamed cottage cheese with the lean 
meat on a T-bone steak. He used prices 
of 37 cents a pound for creamed cottage 
cheese and $1.89 a pound for T-bone 
steak — taking off bone and excess fat 
on the T-bones for a lean meat price of 
SI.W a pound. 


Eight ounces of cottage cheese fur- 


nished 32 grams of protein. The eight 
ounces of steak yielded 72 grams of pro- 
tein. That's about one and a half cents 
(1.3S) a gram for protein from the steak 
and about a half cent (0.58) a gram for 
protein from the cheese. 


"Thus on the basis of protein content, 


a gram of protein in T-bone steak costs 
about 2.5 times as much as a gram of 
protein in creamed cottage cheese," 
Bartlett noted. 


Calcium supplied by steak and cheese 


had a wider gap. Eight ounces of cottage 
cheese furnished 200 milligrams of cal- 
cium. Steak had only 32 milligrams of 
.calcium in eight ounces. Pricewise. the 
unit cost of calcium from T-bone steak 
was about 31 times as much as for the 
. calcium from creamed cottage cheese. 
; 
And then there are calories to consid- 


er. 


Eight ounces of steak contained 460 ca- 


lories compared to only 240 calories for 
the same weight of cottage cheese. Mea- 
sure the entire cost of both steak and 
cottage cheese based oa the number of 
calories and steak cost nearly three 
times as much per 100 calories as 
creamed cottage cheese. 


"But people don't think about how 


much protein, calcium or calories are in- 
volved when they eat steak. They eat It 
because they like It. Although gram for 
gram the protein in creamed cottage 
cheese and other milk products as is nu- 
tritious as steak, all the promotion in the 
world won't increase the relative market 
value of creamed cottage cheese versus 
steak." Bartlett emphasized. 


So what do you want, good value or 


good taste? Try cottage cheese on the 
table the next time the family calls for 
steak But stand by with Bartlett's fig- 
ures In case there's a revolt.

American kitchen 


In Germany, it's cusomary for girK to 


enroll in a cooking school before they get 
married, said Marlies Even though her 
grandmother and mother tried to con- 
vince her to attend, Marlies declined "I 
was a career girl and I didn't want to 
waste my time And besides. I felt I had 
learned all the basics from my mother " 
So she adopted their trial and error 
method 


The sponge cake wa^n t the only error 


"It was difficult getting used to the 
many different cuts of meat," .she said 
"In Germany we had a roast or a steak. 
Not a standing rib roast, rolled rump 


roast porterhouse or T bone " 


()nr time she chose a flank steak, 


thinking it would be a leun tender meat 
cut 
• I reali/ed my mistake too late," 


she laughed It was lean but not tender 
"After nil my efforts, it was so tough we 
couldn't eat it Since then, I've learned

rolls " 


M\K1 IKS WAS introduced to corn "I 


had never eaten corn before I came 
here We fed corn to the animals " But 
her eyes sparkeld as she added, "Now I

Then there was pie The Germans eat 


lots of pastries and tortes but not pie. she 
said Still, she wea'hered the struggles of

M;irlies explained that most Germans 


have their big meal at noon. Dessert is 
usually not served But all sorts of pas- 
tries and cakes are served later in the 
afternoon during a "coffee hour." (This

Both Pam and Terry enjoy browsing 


tliroufih recipes looking for new and in- 
teresting ideas, and they both like to 
dM>k Sometimes cooking is a joint en- 
deavor other times they work separate-

Pam often tries manv recipes for the 


same food until she finds one that suits 
her Such was the case with her Caesar 
Silad "I tried dozens of Caesar Salads 
until I finally found this one in a news- 
paper five or six years ago ' she said 


Pam muddles anchovies in the bottom 


of a salad bowl, then works in the re- 
maining dressing ingredients 
This is 


tossed with Romaine and iceberg lettuce, 
along with a coddled egg seasonings and 
parmesan cheese The salad is served 
e irmshed witn garlic flavored croutons 


"It is important to have the greens dry 


a> possible as the dressing will adhere 
better." Pam explained "If made ac- 
cording to directions, the salad will have 
an exceptional flavor " 


Another of this good cook's specialties 


is steak and Kidney Pie Served in the 
t,n erns of Old London, it has continued 
to be a popular English favorite 


Pam took the best ideas from several 


recipes to devise her own method for this 
tasty dish A stew is prepared first from 
round steak and lamb or veal kidneys 


and a variety of tasty seasonings, mush- 
rooms, onions and wine 


The stew is turned into a casserole and 


topped with a flakey crust, then baked 
until the crust is nicely browned 


"Although I've never tried it, the Eng- 


lish suggest serving a drink called Black 
Velvet with this meal." Pam said. "It's 
a combination of equal amounts of Stout 
beer and champagne (not the vintage va- 
riety) served from a large pitcher. This 
is a meal that definitely appeals to 
men " 


CAKSAR SALAD 


Romaine lettuce 
Iceberg lettuce 


3 anchovy fillets 


1 H teaspoon dry mustard 


"2 teaspoon horseradish 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon red wine

3 tablespoons olive oil

Wash and dry lettuce thoroughly. Crisp 


in refrigerator.

a 325 degree oven until golden brown, 
watching closely. 


Prepare coddled egg in the following 


manner: Bring water to a boil; remove 


from heat. Place egg in water and let set 
one minute Then remove egg from wa- 
ter immediately. 


To make the salad, mash anchovies in 


salad bowl Add dry mustard, horse- 
radish, lemon juice, vinegar and olive oil 
and mix well. Add lettuce to bowl and 
toss well Sprinkle with salt, 
freshly- 


ground pepper and parmesan cheese. 
Add coddled egg and toss again. Garnish 
with garlic-flavored croutons and serve 
immediately. Serves 4. 


STEAK AND KIDNEY PIE 


2Vi pounds round steak or 


bottom round 


3 veal or lamb kidneys 
V4 cup 
flour 


6 tablespoons cooking oil 
2 medium onions, sliced thin 
Vi pound mushrooms, sliced 
1 teaspoon salt 


Freshly-ground pepper to taste 


% teaspoon crushed Rosemary 


leaves 


Vi teaspoon tarragon 
1 tablespoon tomato paste 
2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
1 cup beef broth 
1 cup dry red wine 
Cut beef into bite-size pieces. Trim fat 


from kidneys and cut into small cubes. 
Put flour into a large bowl; add beef and 
kidney pieces and coat well. 


Heat oil in large skillet or Dutch oven. 


When very hot, add meat and sear quick- 
ly on all sides, this is best to do in sev- 
eral stages so as not to crowd the meat. 
Remove pieces as they are browned. 


When all meat has been browned, add 


onions and mushrooms to drippings with 


an additional tablespoon of oil, if neces- 
sary Saute about five minutes, until 
mushrooms are lightly-browned. 


Return meat to Dutch oven Add re- 


maining ingredients, cover and simmer 
until meat is tender, about two hours, 
stirring from time to time. (This much 
can be done a day ahead and refrig- 
erated until ready to use ) 


Prepare the following crust: 


2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 


2/3 cup vegetable shortening 
'4 cup water 
Combine flour and salt in a bowl. Cut 


in shortening with knives or a pastry 
blender. Sprinkle water over all and 
form into a ball. 


Turn cooked steak and kidney stew 


into a shallow two-quart casserole, at 
least 10 inches in diameter. (Additional 
sauteed mushrooms may be added to the 
stew at this point, if desired.) It is best 
to use a casserole which has an edge for 
pastry to adhere to. 


On a lightly-floured board or pastry 


cloth, roll out pastry until it is two inches 
larger than top of casserole. Do not try 
to roll too thin; pastry should be thicker 
than for a dessert pie. 


Place dough on top of casserole, turn- 


ing it under at the edges making a 
double thickness. Decorate with leaves 
or flowers made from leftover dough, if 
desired. Cut four gashes in center of pas- 
try to let steam escape 


Bake in a pre-heated 400 degree oven 


for 30 minutes. Reduce heat to 350 de- 
grees and continue baking for 15 to 20 
minutes. Serves 6. 


Marlies' favorites that she has "Ameri- 
canized." "I have so many favorite ones 
I don't know which ones to share," she 
smiled. "Maybe I should write a cook- 
book someday." 


And she probably will. That's just the 


way she is. 


OBSTTOERTCHEN 
Little Fruit Tarts 


1 1/3 cups all purpose flour 


1/3 cup granulated sugar 
% teaspoon vanilla 
% teaspoon salt 
2 egg yolks, slightly beaten 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees and oil 8 


tart pans Place all ingredients into a 
small bowl and work into a ball. (Mar- 
lies says fingers work best) Divide 
dough into 8 portions and pat into the 
oiled 3-inch tart pans. Prick with fork 
and bake at 350 degrees 15-20 minutes, or 
until tarts begin to brown around edges. 
Remove tarts immediately from pans 
and cool. 


Filling 


About 1 teaspoon jam or jelly per tart. 
Any of the following fresh fruit: Straw- 


berries, pitted, sweet cherries, or sliced 
peaches. (Add 2-3 tablespoons of sugar.) 
Canned sliced cling peaches, peeled apri- 
cots, sliced pineapple or mandarin or- 
anges may be used. Drain, reserving 2/3 
cup liquid for glaze. 


Glaze 


2 teaspoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon unflavored 


gelatin 


2/3 cup reserved syrup (if 


using fresh fruit, use the 
natural juice. Add water 
to make 2/3 cup.) 


Oetker Cake Glaze, red or transparent, 


may be substituted if using this, prepare 
according to package directions Oetker 
glaze is available at most delicatessens. 


ABOUT 2 HOURS before serving- 
Spread jelly or jam on tarts, arrange 


fruit on top For first glaze, soften 1 tea- 
spoon unflavored gelatin in 2 teaspoons 
lemon juice. Heat reserved fruit syrup 
until very hot. Add softened gelatin and 
stir until completely dissolved. Chill 
gelatin mixture in refrigerator 
until 


slightly thicker than consistency of un- 
beaten egg white, stirring occasionally 
Spoon glaze evenly over fruit.

Cover and simmer about 45 minutes, 


turning rolls occasionally and adding 
more water as necessary. When meat is 
tender, remove to a heated platter. Add 
water and cornstarch to drippings for 
gravy. Remove from heat, stir in sour 
cream Season with salt and pepper.

OXTAIL SOUP 


1 pound oxtail, cut 


into 1-inch pieces 


4 slices bacon (cut 


into small pieces) 


1 medium onion, chopped 


iVi cups chopped vegetables 


(celery, carrot, parsnips) 


2 quarts water 
1 bouillon cube 
2 tablespoons butter 


or margarine 


3 tablespoons flour 


Salt and pepper 


% cup dry, red wine 
In large, heavy saucepan cook bacon 


until crisp Add washed and dried oxtail 
and brown on all sides. Stir in onion and 
vegetables 
Cook until onion is golden 


brown Then add water and bouillon 
cube Cover and simmer about 2 hours 
Strain and skim off excess fat. 


In a small skillet, melt butter. Add 


flour and cook until flour is golden brown 
stirring constantly. Remove from heat, 
add several tablespoons of cold water to 
make a smooth paste. Bring oxtail broth 
to a boil. Stir in flour paste slowly and 
bring to a boil again. Remove soup from 
heat immediately Season with salt and 
pepper Add red wine. Serve piping hot.

Popular Shrimp 
In Many Dishes

Shrimp, a distant relative of the lob- 


ster family, has become a popular Mid- 
west menu planner. Low in calories and 
rich in vitamins A and D, shrimp are 
available canned, fresh frozen, cooked 
and uncooked, whole and peeled. The 
large, whole fresh or frozen shrimp are 
best suited for deep frying Simply peel, 
leaving the tail intact. 


The following recipes offer new ideas 


for preparing this shellfish. 


SHRIMP FLAMBE 


This recipe can be served as an appeti- 


zer or an entree for a small dinner party. 
Vt cup butter 
2 green onions, snipped finely 
2 cloves garlic, pressed 
% teaspoon chervil 
% teaspoon tarragon vinegar 
Vz teaspoon thyme 


15-18 jumbo shrimp (approx. 1 pound) 


'/i cup dry sherry 
>4 teaspoon salt 


freshly ground pepper to taste 


% cup dry bread crumbs 


chopped parsley 
Heat butter in blazer over moderate 


flame. Add onions, garlic, chervil, vine- 
gar and thyme. Add shrimp and continue 
cooking for an additional 5 minutes or 
until shrimp are pink and cooked. Add 
sherry, salt and pepper, and continue 
cooking for approximately 2 minutes 
longer, still over moderately high heat. 
Add bread cumbs and mix well. Top with 
finely chopped parsley and serve. 


When serving as an appetizer slice 


jumbo shrimp into bite size pieces or 
use the smaller individual 
shrimp. 


Makes 6-12 appetizers or 4 entree 
servings. 


SPAGHETTI WITH SHRIMP 
AND MUSHROOM SAUCE 


1 1-pound package spaghetti 
1 teaspoon salt 
% cup butter 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 teaspoon dried crushed tarragon 
1 pound shelled and deveined raw 


shrimp 


1 pound fresh mushrooms, 


washed and sliced 


'is cup grated parmesan or 


romano cheese 


'2 teaspoon salt 


freshly ground pepper to taste 


1 large sprig parsley, snipped 
4 ounces butter 
Cook spaghetti in rapidly boiling water 


to which 1 teaspoon salt has been added. 
Meanwhile, in a large skillet melt butter, 
add garlic, tarragon, shrimp and mush- 
rooms Cook slowly until shrimp are pink 
and fully cooked, being careful not to 
overcook as this will toughen the shrimp 


When the spaghetti is cooked, drain 


and rinse with hot water. Place on a 
serving platter Slice 4 ounces of butter 
on spaghetti and toss until butter is mel- 
ted. Add grated cheese, salt and freshly 
ground pepper to taste, tossing and tas- 
ting to get the seasoning correct. Pour 
the shrimp-mushroom sauce over the 
spaghetti, garnish with snipped parsley. 


Serve immediately. Serves 6.

One by one. Mrs. Fred Gie.seke, a life- 


long resident of Arlington Heights, h;is 
watched the houses around her razed for 
modern office buildings ami parking lots. 
Now her home is one of two left on the 
first block of South Highland 


Yet no matter what her neighbor de- 


cides to do under pressure of Realtors. 
Kmily Gieseke. a widow, will not be 
talked into giving up her two-story frame 
house. 


"I hope I'm dead when they take this 


house down." she said. "I couldn't t;ike 
it . . only two left here now in this whole 
area. . . everything else is business. 


"I don't think I could stand being 


cooped in a small place such as an apart- 
ment. I need an upstairs and a basement 
to move around in. I would go nuts with- 
out this house." 


MRS. 
GIESEKE'S adamant derision to 


remain in the same home in which she 
h;is resided for the past 26 years ex- 


emplifies one choice open to the senior 
citizen who periodically must re-evaluate 
bis place of residence according to such 
criteria as health, transportation, ex 
prrwes and companionship. 


For MM. Gieseke, her home is her life 


line. 


Recently she refinished a couple of 


pieces of furniture and painted the walls 
of her basement. In the summer tending 
a 'mall vegetable garden takes up quite 
a bit ot her attention. 


Her children, with grown families of 


their own, stop by frequently, taking her 
grocery shopping or dropping off any 
item she might need. Boarders keep her 
from ever being compltetely alone. 


"I KEEP VERY busy," said Mrs. 


Gieseke, who was a licensed practical 
nurse for 40 years at the Lutheran Home 
for the Aged. "If I just sat and did noth- 
ing, my mind would go." 


Being able to retain a large home past 


the age of retirement is a certain luxury 
many older citizens can't afford. It can 
become an inconvenience, a constant 
worry and headache. Problems begin to 
supercede the joy of sentimental attach- 
ment. 


Poor health above all forces many el- 


derly persons to sell their homes and ei- 
ther move in with their children or into 
resident homes for the aged where sup- 
portive services are available. 


The fear of being alone is another fac- 


tor which drives many senior citizens to 
get rid of their homes. When mates pass 
away, the widow or widower will often 
pull up stakes and move to entirely dif- 
ferent parts of the country to be with 
their children For them an empty house 
turns into an unhappy experience. 


THERE IS NO common denominator 


It depends upon the individual's circum- 
stances, constitution and needs. 


Mrs. 
Freida Brunow fled East Berlin 


following World War II to set up house- 
keeping with a son In Arlington Heights. 
Now 86 and having outlived all three 


children and a husband, Mrs. Brunow 
considers the Lutheran Home for the 
Aged as her home. She moved in 16 
years ago. 


Well-managed homes for the aged are 


plush resorts for those persons in their 
seventies and eighties, even 
nineties, 


who no longer can function alone out on 
their own. 


They are havens for those without

friends or relatives, a substitute route for 
others who would otherwise have to re- 
side with their offspring. 


Thirty years ago, homes for the elderly 


were referred to as "God's waiting 
room." A picture of a demure gentleman 
silently rocking away ready to die was 
popularly endorsed. 


Considered in the same status as resi- 


dents of th<; county poor house, the elder- 
ly 
were 
considered 
to 
have 
been 


"dumped" by their unloving families. 


Mrs. Freida Brunow has outlived her entire family. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Florianek of Magnus Farm 


Greatly improved facilities and a more 
mature outlook have almost completely 
erased that pathetic notion. 


"A HOME FOR the aged is an exten- 


sion 
of the community," said 
Paul 


Hauer, director of the Lutheran Home 
for the Aged. 


"Those who choose to come here are 


residents. . . not patients or inmates. We 
are concerned more with a social com- 
ponent of care and what this person can 
still do. We capitalize on lhal. not what 
they have lost." he explained. 


"We try 
to develop individual 
life 


styles here and give every resident a 
good reason to get up in the morning " 


The majority of senior citi/ens residing 


in homes are ambulatory and therefore 
free to come and go as they please. 
Many spend weekends with families and 
friends. Still others, not havine to worry 
about expenses, take two and three-week 
vacations at a time. 


"WE'VE INCREASED the standard of 


living excessively for most of our resi- 
dents who were more or less Isolated on 
the outside." said Hauer. "Here they are 
not deprived of anything. Rather, we try 
to bring society down to a pace they can 
keep up with. . . slow life down to a 
speed they can manage." 


"We have no life contracts here, no re- 


strictions," said Arthur Appleqilist, as- 
sistant administrator of Addolorata Villa, 
a home for 101 elderly persons in Wher-l- 
ing. 


"When our residents want to come 


back after spending Christmas with their 
families and refer to it as coming back 
home," said A. B. Magnus, adminis- 
trator of the privately owned home, 
Magnus Farm in Arlington 
Heights. 


"then we know they are happy." 


WHILE RESIDENT HOMES in the 


area all concentrate on providing a per- 
sonal warm atmosphere, it is still diffi- 
cult for many senior citizens to break up 
housekeeping and conform to a certain 
amount of routine. 


Even though most retirement homes 


allow their residents to decorate their 
rooms as they please, the common feel- 
ing, upon first moving in, is one of appre- 
hension. Private rooms, which many of 
the homes do offer, are preferable and 
under gird the need for dignity and 
privacy of the individual. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Florianek were 


married 21 years ago. It was a second 
marriage for both. She was !>:i and he 65. 
Each has children by their former mates 
who both had passed away before they 
met. 


LAST Jfl.Y THEY gave up their small 


apartment in Chicago to live at Magnus 
Farm where they managed to turn their 
one room into a combined bedroom and 
sitting room. 


"We'd rather stay here independent 


than move in with our children." they 
agreed when interviewed. "The kids 
should and have their own ideas." 


Sunday dinner, however, is set aside 


for a visit to his children or hers. 


Their decision to move into a retire- 


ment home was prompted when Mrs. 
Florianek. becoming ill, slipped and fell 
several times. Her husband knew he 
could no longer adequately care for her 
by himself. 


SINCE MOVING IN, Mrs. Florianek, 


with the security of 24-hour medical su- 
pervision, has not had any additional 
spells. 


"It was very hard for us at first to 


adjust," said Mrs. Florianek, "and to 
give up our apartment. Now we are very 
happy and know we did the right thing."

There are many senior citizens in the 


northwest suburbs who have chosen to 
move in with either a son or daughter. 


Mrs. 
Ethel Carzine of Winston Park in 


Palatine is one. Four years ago when her 
daughter and son-in-law were transferred 
from Memphis, Tenn., they insisted she 
come too. 


"It was difficult giving up my home," 


said Mrs. Carzine, who had lived in 
Memphis 37 years of her life. "I was 
leaving friends behind and I thought I 
would be lonesome." 


YET 
HER 
LIVING 
situation 
has 


turned out well. Mrs. Carzine is able to 
keep the house running smoothly while 
her daughter works. Various senior citi- 
zen clubs have kept her entertained and 
filled the need for companionship. 


"People are really friendly here, but 


you have to meet them halfway," she 
said. 


Every year she returns at least once to 


visit friends in Memphis. 


"I always said I wouldn't live with my 


children," said Mrs. Jennie Mclnnes of 
Arlington Heights. "It just shows that 
you never know what you are going to 
do." 


With more or less the facilities of an 


apartment minus a kitchen within her 
son's home, Mrs. Mclnnes can retire to 
her sitting room when she really desires 
to be alone. 


A NUMBER OF senior citizens who 


don't care to maintain a house after their 
family has grown take an intermediate 
step into an apartment. 


"You can come and go as you like in 


an apartment," said Mrs. Marion Cham- 
berlain of Palatine. "It was hard to give 
up my house and I first asked myself, 
am I doing right? But now I don't have 
to worry. I have no upkeep with my 
apariment. When my children 
come 


over, they can relax and visit, and not 
have to work." 


In popular demand more recently are 


condominiums. Like a house they con- 
stitute an investment. Yet more like an 
apartment, there is little upkeep. Senior 
citizens with few health worries consider 
it a winning combination. 


CAMEO CONDOMINIUMS in Wheeling 


were built in 1965. Only persons 45 and 
over are eligible to reside there. The 140 
units were filled up almost immediately. 
Sixty-nine of the residents are widows. 


The complex built around a courtway is 


managed by a 10-man board made up of 
the residents themselves. 


Glen Pilgrim, a past president of the 


associaton, finds the situation of manag- 
ing themselves ideal. 


Buying a two-bedroom apartment, the 


Pilgrims knocked out one wall and com- 
bined one of the bedrooms with the living 


room to make a larger sitting area. 
Since they own their apartment, resi- 
dents can redesign the apartents to their 
individual needs. 


NEIGHBORS ARE close to one an- 


other. Mrs Pilgrim gets together with 
other women during the day in sewing 
and knitting circles. Floor lounging areas 
are available for additional socializing. 


No matter which direction the senior 


citizen chooses to take in regards to 
housing, the thought uppermost in his 
mind is to remain as active and indepen- 
dent as possible.

The possible establishment of a village 


fire department in Hoffman Estates was 
one major item discussed at a joint 
meeting Tuesday of the village board 
.ind fire district trustees. 


Mayor Frederick Downey said yester- 


day he considered that possibility the 
main reason for holding the meeting. 
Mayor Downey introduced the idea, say- 
ing it would be advantageous to residents 
of the village, and to the fire district. It 
wmild. in a sense, he said, put the fire 
district out of business. But it would not 
threaten jobs or equipment now held by 
the fire district 


It would simply involve a transfer of 


responsibility to the village, and a join- 
ing of units which both serve the village. 
Downey said Wednesday.

would be financial, said Downey. He 
feels the village could increase its level 
nf 
bonded 
indebtedness 
and 
taxing 


power by amounts equivalent to those 
.illmvcr! the fire district But. he said, the 
district then could share in other village 
revenues 


The fire district now mast operate on 


revenues only from property taxes, said 
Downey He feels these are not sufficient 
to meet fire district needs. 


With the takeover, said Downey, the 


village and fire district would share com- 
mon boundaries they do not now have. 
This too would be an advantage, he said. 
A further benefit, Downey added, would 
be an encouragement to improve inter- 
departmental cooperation. 


Ed Kalasa, assistant fire chief, said 


the fire district sees no need to join with 
the village "The fire di.stnct is holding 
its own," he said Also, fire district offi- 
cials believe the transfer would necessi- 
tat an increase in taxes, said Kalasa. 


Downey said yesterday the next move 


is up to the fire district While it night be 
possible for the village to force the 
takeover without agreement from 
fire

ers, personally contacted 481 dwelling 
units in the village on May 1 to obtain 
opinions on several environmentally ori- 
ented questions. 


Larsen, appointed several months ago 


by Mayor Robert 0. Atcher to head the 
committee, explained that the sample, 
consisting of 444 single-family homes and 
3 7 multiple-family 
units, represents 


about 14 per cent of the nearly 3,400 units 
in the municipality. 


WITH 59 per cent of the sample ac- 


knowledging the existence of local envi- 
ronmental problems, 64 per cent ex- 
pressed concern. 


Larsen said the figures are an in- 


dication of widespread concern and be- 
lieves that had the sample segment been 
larger these totals could have been sig- 
nificantly higher. 


"I am interpreting this as an indication 


of concern and I also feel perhaps a need 


Garbage Service Rates Are Going Up June 1 


Garbage rates in Hoffman Estates will 


be increased June 1, because the village 
board fears loss of revenue in garbage 
service operations. 


Curb service will be increased to $1.85 


a month from the present $1.35 monthly 
rate. Back door pick-up will rise to $2.95 
from the current $2.25 monthly charge. 


The increase comes in anticipation of 


higher costs the village will face when a 
new disposal service contract is signed in 
September. 


Trustees Virginia Hayter and Diane 


Jensen opposed the rate hike because a 
further increase may be necessary in 
September. They protested the possibility 
of raising the rate twice when the action 
was taken at this week's board meeting. 


Beginning June 14, the village will pro- 


vide twice a week pick-up through the 
summer, and the new increase will help 
defray the expense, officials said. 


MAYOR FREDERICK DOWNEY also 


protested the increase, noting the village 
also taxes residents for garbage service 
in addition to the monthly charge. 


With the new refuse collection contract 


up for bidding soon, Mrs. Jensen pro- 
posed a specification be included for 
glass reclamation. 


She said a central depot should be situ- 


ated in the village where residents can 
leave their glass items. Dan Larson, ad- 


ministrative assistant, said Barrington 
Trucking, currently used in Hoffman Es- 
tates, is willing to collect the glass pro- 
vided a local service organization break 
the glass each day. 


The different colored glass also has to 


be separated too, Mrs. Hayter added. 


The collection center should be near a 


fire station where it can be watched 24 
hours a day. An Elgin firm pays $180 for 
each nine tons collected, and could mean 
a $100 profit for the village, Mrs. Jensen 
said. 


TRUSTEE BRUCE LIND said stronger 


bid specifications should be listed for 
guarantees against "maggot wagons" 
servicing the village. Lind said the gar- 
bage collection trucks, frequently over- 
loaded, should be kept cleaner than in 
the past. 


Alternatives for protecting refuse col- 


lectors and the village from residents 
who do not properly store their garbage 
were also discussed.

days. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert said an 


alternative would be to not take garbage 
from residents whose cans don't have lids 
or having village police enforce ordi- 
nances. 


Police Chief John O'Connell said the 


enforcement is better placed in the hands 
of the village health department, leading 
Mrs. Hayter to add that the hiring a full- 
time sanitarian should be expedited.

proving, operating, maintaining and car- 
ing for the museum." 


WEAVER EMPHASIZED that the lo- 


cal museum would be initiated on a very 
small scale and would probably be start- 
ed in one room of the existing Vogelei 
Park administration center 


Illinois park code specifies the pur- 


poses of a park museum as for collection 
and display of objects which pertain to 
art. industry, science, natural or other 
history 


Weaver said the district is currently 


involved in obtaining a complete history 


of Hoffman Estates and the area includ- 
ed in the village and park district from 
the Illinois Historical Society. 


'These documents, of course, will be 


contained in the museum as well as oth- 
er items of local importance," he said. 


In its 1971 appropriation, the park dis- 


trict has set a museum fund ceiling of 
$16.050, but Weaver said this document 
establishes absolute maximums which 
are far greater than funds actually lev- 
ied or budgeted 


No estimate of the actual increase per 


taxpayer due to creation of the museum 
tax can be cited until current assessed 
valuation figures have been released by 
Cook County.

Ion snid. 


"That ditch that comes out to Wolf 


Road — my children have dui; better dit- 
ches than that." Scanlon said. 


Oppenheimer told Scanlon he had been 


on the phone to the contractors hired to 
do the work for the last two weeks. 


He said the contractors should have 


been out days ago because the weather 
has been ideal. "They should have 
worked Saturday and they weren't out 
there today." Oppenheimer said. 


Specifically referring to the park walk 


scheduled for tonight. Scanlon said "We 
urge everybody to cooperate with the vil- 


Board Refuses 
Multi-Family* 
Zoning Request 


The Wheeling Village Board unani- 


mously refused to rezone property at 231 
S Wheeling Ave. Monday on legal advice 
that granting R-4 (multi-family) roning 
would open up the surrounding area for 
apartment development. 


The building on the lot has been used 


illegally as a duplex since 1953, village 
officials said 


They pointed out that the building had 


even been on the tax rolls as a single- 
family home even though it has an apart- 
ment upstairs 


THE RKZONINr. came before the 


board because the house was sold by Ro- 
land Hrrkenbach. the original owner, to 
Robert Trausch. a Wheeling firemen. 
Trausch had asked the village for the re- 
zoning 


After the board's action Village Pros 


Ted C Scanlon told Trausch, "This is the 
pncp you pny for honesty " 


Board members discussed the property 


for half an hour Monday night looking 
for a way to allow the home to be used 
as a duplex without setting a legal prece- 
dent 


The village attorney told the board, 


however, that not even covenants would 
keep the rezoning from setting a legal 
precedent. 


Trausch told the board that he would 


have to close off the upstairs apartment 
if the board refused the rc/omng 


lage and yet the village has yet to prove 
itself. And it isn't the village's fault. 
We've got these contractors and we've 
got to ride herd on them continually. 
We've got to alert the people and the pa- 
per that the village isn't dragging its 
feet," Scanlon said. 


A MEMBER OF the audience raised 


Scanlon's wrath by asking if the village 
had already paid for the work on the ba- 
sins. 


"We never pay them." Scanlon said. 


"This vllage doesn't put out one dima 
and when we do put out money we hold 
back 10 per cent (to make sure the job is 
satisfactory). Nobody gets paid in ad- 
vance." 


"That wasn't an accusation, it was a 


question," the woman in the audience 
told Scanlon. 


"This board protects the taxpayers," 


Scanlon said. 


Earlier in the meeting Trustee Edward 


Berger suggested the board approve the 
recommendations made by acting Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Passolt in a con- 
fidential report to the board on utility 
service for Husky Park. 


Passolt had recommended that the vil- 


lage go along with a park district request 
for underground utility lines for the 
pump station in Husky Park behind Jack 
London Junior High School. 


BERGFR POINTED out that the re- 


port said the underground lines would 
cost $5(M> more than if the lines were run 
overhead. 


"The park officials deferred signing 


any easement until they heard which 
way the village would go," Berger said. 


But Berger's motion was set aside 


when Trusice Roger Strieker said that 
the matter was currently in his com- 
mittee for study. 


Officials of both the village and the 


park district will meet at the Heritage 
Park fieldhouse at 7 p.m. tonight to be- 
gin the tour of the village flood control 
facilities on park district property.

Streamlined Curriculum Plan Slated In District 


A streamlined plan for curriculum de- 


sign and change will go into effect next 
fall in Dist. 21, under a plan worked out 
by Marjorie Beu, district curriculum di- 
rector 


The Dist. 21 Board of Education and 


the faculty council have approved the 
plan. The school board gave its final ap- 
proval last week. 


Miss Beu described the plan as "one 


that could work for a number of years." 


Under the proposal, a 14-member cur- 


riculum council is responsible for "all 


makers of curriculum change, modi- 
fication, evaluation, and appraisal" com- 
ing from standing and special curricu- 
lum study committees. 


The committee is to be composed of 


"one subject area specialist" in each of 
14 subject areas, such as language arts, 
science, math, art and music Under the 
old plan, each school would have a "sub- 
ject area specialist" for each subject on 
the council. So instead of having about 
200 members on the council, there will 
now be 14. 


MISS BEU said the reduction was nec- 


essary because the committee had be- 
come too large "As we kept getting 
larger and larger (with more schools), 
the committee became unworkable," she 
said. 


The real work in the area of curricu- 


lum change will come from study com- 
mittees set up under the plan The study 
committees are "responsible for the in- 
itiation of curriculum change They will 
make recommendations fui all curricu- 


lum adoptions, modifications, evaluations 
and appraisals," according to Miss Beu. 


Teachers may also initiate curriculum 


change by submitting an idea to the 
principal and the teacher's department 
head, who in turn will give it to the ap- 
propriate study committee. 


The final decision on curriculum mat- 


ters will be made by the district superin- 
tendent and the board of education, after 
proposals from the curriculum council 
«re evaluated. 


Board Suggests Veto Of Municipal Mailbox 


The Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals 


voted Tuesday to recommend the Wheel- 
ing Village Board refuse a request from 
the Wheeling Post Office to place a 
chute-type mailbox in front of the village 
municipal building 


One zoning board member, Ed Sle- 


picka. voted for the mailbox on a trial 
basis. 


The board's recommendations came 


following a meeting with Wheeling Post- 
master Edward Swan, Police Chief M. 0. 
Horcher, members of the village plan 
commission, and other village officials. 


The discussion centered on the best 


way to relieve traffic congestion at the 
post office, which is directly across Dun- 
dee Road from the municipal building. 


THE ZONING BOAKD also recom- 


mended to the village board that — a 
"no parking" sign be placed by the exist- 
ing chute pickup box in front of the post 
office, 
—the post office provide more facilities 


for mail pickup in the village industrial 
area. 
—the post office consider a later mail 
pickup in Buffalo Grove. 
—the post office place more drop boxes 
in the various shopping centers 


Slepicka also suggested that the village 


board authorize the police department to 
survey traffic in the area and study 
means for left turn control signals and 
bays. 


The zoning board members made their 


recommendations after discussion of the 
traffic problem in the area of the munici- 
pal building and the post office for about 
an hour. 


Zoning Board Chm. Douglas Cargill 


explaired the opposition to the box in 
front of the municipal building. "You're 
taking a bad situation and cutting it in 
half. That's not the answer. It will just 
be congested here too," he said. 


POSTMASTER SWAN had asked the 


village for the box on the theory that it 


would end the need for cars to turn left 
into or out of the post office driveway 
during peak traffic periods between 4 
and 6 p.m Police Cnief Horcher pointed 
out however that if a person were going 
to return to the same direction he came 
from, a left turn would still be neces- 
sary. 


Zoning Board Member Al Martin said 


placing a box on the municipal building 
side of the street would only lead to 
people turning left from both sides of 
Dundee Road. 


Zoning board members seemed to fa- 


vor a postal substation island like the 
one at Randhurst shopping center in 
Mount Prospect as an answer for Wheel- 
ing. They proposed such a station be 
placed in a local shopping center. 


Swan agreed that such a location 


would be more convenient for postal pa- 
trons, but he said it would be more diffi- 
cult to get because the local post office 
would need consent of the property own- 


er as well as consent of the United States 
Postal Service. 


SWAN TOLD the zoning board mem- 


bers that part of the recent parking prob- 
lems at the post office have been the re- 
sult of the changeover from 6 cent to 8 
cent postage on regular first class mail. 


Horcher said that since the post office 


opened its new building in October. 1970 
there have been four major accidents in- 
volving nine cars with nine people in- 
jured at the intersections of the post of- 
fice driveway 


He said loss in dollars from the acci- 


dents would total $22.950. 


He called for professional traffic engi- 


neering to solve the problems of traffic 
in the area. An estimated 30,000 vehicles 
travel Dundee Road in Wheeling in every 
24-hour period, he said. 


HORCHER SAID he couldn't predict 


how much a chute mail box on the mu- 
nicipal building property would help the 
problem. "I don't have a crystal ball. I'd 


have to have a traffic count to find out 
how many people actually do turn left 
into the post office from the south side of 
Dundee Road and then turn left again 
and continue east." Horcher said. 


Swan told the zoning board that the 


postal service policies have been to de- 
crease rather than increase the number 
of collection boxes. 


He said every three months a survey is 


taken and the boxes with the least mail 
are moved to different sites. 


"If a person wants to make sure his 


mail gets out he will come to the post 
office." Swan noted. 


Swan said much of the post office traf- 


fic at rush hour is from the industrial 
area and from Buffalo Grove. The last 
pickup at the substation in the Ranch- 
mart shopping center in Buffalo Grove is 
5 p.m., he said. 


In response to a question from Cargill 


he said he doubted that the main post 
office would be relocated.

bones and the skull, as well as the right 
foot (paw). 


On receiving the skeleton, police sent it 


to the Cook County coroner's 
office, 


where pathologist Dr. Kearns identified 
it as human. But questions were raised 
by a science teacher at James B. Conant 
High School, who pointed out human 
bones would not normally remain at- 
tached when moved. The mystery skele- 
ton maintained its shape after repeated 
moves to and from the field and to the 
coroner's office. The teacher, whom po- 
lice did not identify, also questioned the 
shape of the spine, which he said did not 
resemble that of a person. 


It was then that police requested an 


opinion from an anthropologist, Charles 
A. Warren of the Chicago Circle Campus, 
University of Illinois Warren was to 


have received the skeleton early last 
week, but did not see it until two days 
ago.

Urge Yes Vote 
For Park Land 


The residents of the 
Buffalo 


Grove Park District will have a 
chance Saturday to approve a ref- 
erendum that would greatly ex- 
pand park facilities in the village. 


The park district is asking for 


voter approval for the sale of 
$1,250,000 
in general obligation 


bonds to pay for 35 acres of park 
land, construction of two swim- 
ming pools, and for park devel- 
opment. 


The Herald supports the referen- 


dum, primarily because of the ur- 
gency of purchasing land now If 
the park district does not act 
quickly, certain areas, such as 
Cambridge, may never have park 
facilities. Land that is now avail- 
able will be developed by private 
developers in the next few years. 


Critics of the plan have said that 


the park district is too ambitious in 
proposing the construction of two 
pools and other expanded facilities. 
However that should not be the 
major consideration in this refer- 
endum. The land must be obtained 
now. Without land, there will be no 
swimming pools or any other type 
of recreational facilities. 


The district has planned the ref- 


erendum in an organized and pro- 
fessional manner. The park board 
hired professional park consultants 
who surveyed the opinion of dis- 
trict residents and used the results 
in putting together the referendum 
According to the survey, Buffalo 
Grove residents want swimming 
pools, tennis courts and baseball 
fields and are willing to pay for 
them. These items are included in 
the referendum. 


Since its formation in 1969, the 


Buffalo Grove Park District has 
operated entirely on money obtain- 
ed from fees from its programs. A 
tax has been levied, but the reve- 
nue from it hasn't been realized. 
This fact alone has been a major 
obstacle to an improved park sys- 
tem. 


Had the tax money been re- 


ceived, the district would still be 
unable to expand and give the resi- 
dents the facilities they want, as 
indicated by the pre-referendum 
survey. 


The district needs a large sum 


of money for this initial expansion. 
After the expansion, figures show 
that the district can operate the 
improved park system on yearly 
tax revenues and program fees. 


The park board has been criti- 


cized in the past for remaining 
stagnant and doing nothing 


The board now asks the voters of 


Buffalo Grove to approve a propos- 
al that will allow the park district 
to move forward with an ambitious 
and intelligent plan for park devel- 
opment. 


Water Control 
Site Drawings 
Being Prepared 


The engineering consultants for the vil- 


lage of Buffalo Grove are preparing pre- 
liminary drawings for a water control 
site in the area of the White Pines Ditch 
and Dundee Road in connection with the 
widening of the road through the village. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said he 


was contacted by state highway officials, 
who told him the state would like to ad- 
vertise for bids on the widening project 
in July Currently Dundee Road is four 
lanes on either side of the village. 


THE WIDENING WORK has been de- 


layed because village officials 
have 


failed to sign an agreement approving 
the state's plans for the project. The vil- 
lage contends if the road were built ac- 
cording to the state plans, flooding would 
result in the White Pines area during 
heavy rams. 


Armstrong said he is going to meet 


with representatives from the state to try 
to resolve the problem. 


Soil borings are being taken in the 


area this week. With the soil information, 
Hattis and Associates, village engineers, 
will make recommendations on whether 
a retention or detention basin is needed. 


Armstrong also said he would contact 


the attorney for the Happ property which 
adjoins the area, to see if the village can 
purchase five acres for the water control 
site The village has been unsuccessful in 
the past in attempts to buy the land. 


An unofficial proposal has been made 


to have the state take the fill they need 
for the roadwork from the White Pines 
Ditch, creating a natural water control 
site.

chological problem called "reversal of 
roles" occurs. 


Mrs Jeannette R Kramer, adminis- 


trator of Palatine's Plum Grove Nursing 
Home, explained that when this problem 
occurs, it could cause some family con- 
flict unless the right steps are taken. 


Mrs. Kramer, speaking before a gath- 


ering Sunday at the Presbyterian Church 
of Palatine, said that when an older per- 
son, living with one of his or "her adult 
children, becomes dependent, he or she 
at times won't admit this. He will contin- 
ue to insist that he or she still knows best 
and refuses to accept a dependent role in 
the family. 


AT OTHER TIMES, the adult child is 


used to following the older person's lead. 
When the older person becomes depend- 
ent. Mrs. Kramer said, the children do 
not know what to do, and will feel help- 
less. 


In both cases, conflicts can occur, she 


said. 


According to Mrs. Kramer, the only 


answer is to keep communications be- 
tween family membeis free and to oVal 
with the conflicts as they arise. 


"IF HIDDEN conflicts can be brought 


out," she told the audience, "a com- 
promise acceptable to all can usually be 
found." 


O n e i n t r a-family communication 


breakdown relates to the elderly mem- 
ber's health.

Mensik's involvement in the devel- 


opment companies that were to build 
homes at Howie-In-Ths-Hills is acknowl- 
edged by attorneys from both sides of 
the suit. 


The role of Teamsters boss James 


Hoffa was also mentioned. Hoffa, acting 
as a pension fund director, is said to 
have pushed to have the loan approved 
for Howie-In-The-Hills, contrary to the 
recommendation originally made on the 
loan proposal. 


FROM THE $1.9 million loaned for 


Howie-In-The-Hills development the Pen- 
sion Fund had only $130,000 paid back. 
Attorneys defending the special assess- 
ments are attempting to show the pen- 
sion fund was negligent in making the 
loan and watching the disbursement of 
funds. 


The Village of Hoffman Estates faces a 


possible liability from Howie-In-The-Hills 
because Pension Fund attorneys claim 
former village attorney Peter Schultz 
told the court in 1967 that special assess- 


ment work planned to be done had al- 
ready been completed. 


The Teamsters also allege that from 


the $1 million in improvements to have 
been completed under the special assess- 
ments only $200,000 worth was ever done. 
The fees Shultz received for arranging 
the special assessment and the fees for- 
mer village prosecutor Robert Burke re- 
ceived for setting the special tax spread 
were exorbitant compared to the amount 
of work completed, Pension Fund attor- 
neys allege. 


PROVING THE allegations will be 


among the taks facing the Pension Fund 
attorneys when the trial reconvenes in 
August. 


To build their case the Pension Fund 


attorneys will have Village Clerk Vir- 
ginia Netter testify on the contents of 
Hoffman Estates records concerning the 
special assessments. 


Schultz also will be called to testify. He 


was present in court observing most of 
the proceedings the first two weeks of 
the trial. 


Also named in the Pension Fund suit is 


Ciorba, Spies and Gustafson, the vil- 
lage's engineering finr. Village Engr. 
George Holt, who also attended earlier 
court sessions, is expected to testify. 


ATTORNEYS REPRESENTING 
the 


Pension Fund, village and bondholders 
are expected to attempt an out of court 
settlement along with attorneys repre- 
senting receivers holding title to Howie- 
In-The-Hills land on behalf of City Saving 
and Loan depositors. 


The settlement will be discussed with 


the hope of allowing Howie-In-The-Hills 
to develop so each of the parties with a 
financial interest will be able to receive 
a fair share of money redeemed. Settle- 
ment will also be aimed at allowing the 
village a means to get off the hook from 
any potential liability it faces.

Ban On Barbecues 
A Burning Issue 
For City Council 


Rolling Meadows city council will con- 


sider an ordinance to ban cooking on the 
p;itios of apartment buildings at next 
week's council meeting. 


The ordinance and judiciary committee 


will recommend passage of the ordi- 
nance to "provide total safety to resi- 
dents of apartments." It would require 
apartment building owners or managers 
to enforce the law. 


Aid. Frederick Jacobson introduced the 


ordinance. "1 don't like to take the rights 
aw»y from residents, but the ipartment 
buildings are getting older and there are 
problems in these buildings." he told al- 
dermen. 


In leases signed by tenants of most of 


the apartment buildings in the city, there 
is a clause prohibiting outdoor cooking 
on patios, but the law has not been en- 
forced, city officials said. 


LAST YKAR A similar ordinance was 


proposed by city council but was never 
passed. If the apartment managers have 
anything to say about the ordinance, 
there may he problems this year too. 


Tracy 
Hill, manager of Algonquin 


Park Apartments, said he felt enforce- 
ment of such an ordinance should be the 
responsibility of local police and fire offi- 
cials. "It seems like they arc trying to 


get someone else to do their jobs,'' Hill 
said. 


The Algonquin Park Apartment con- 


tracts do not include the ciause prohibit- 
ing outdoor cooking on the patios, ac- 
cording to Hill. 


Managers of both Phase I and II at 


Three Fountains voiced objection to the 
proposed ordinance. They both said ten- 
ants may leave the apartment complex if 
the rule is passed. "This may drive the 
people away. More than 75 per cent of 
our people cook out on the porches," said 
Mrs. Yvonne Sampson, manager of 
Three Fountains Phase I. 


The Three Fountains rental contract 


prohibits patio cooking, as do the con- 
tracts at Meadow Trace Apartments. 


AN EMPLOYE OF Kings Walk said 


the original contracts did not prohibit 
outdoor cooking on patios, but said Kings 
Walk officials tried to regulate the patio 
cooking, after the Three Fountains fire 
last year. 


"We tried to tell the people last year, 


but they weren't very happy about it," 
she commented. 


According to the recent federal census 


report, about one-third of the Rolling 
Meadows residents live in multi-family 
units.

For Pete Holler mornings come early, 


and his journey to work begins while 
most other commuters are resetting 
their alarms for another quick nap.

She explains her journey to work. "I

Annexation Going 
To Village Board

A petition asking Mount Prospect to 


annex portions of Prospect Heights and 
unincorporated Mount Prospect will be 
turned over to the village board. 


Wednesday, Judge Harry Comerford, 


nf the Cook County Circuit Court, author- 
i/ed the petitioners to submit their 
request to the village. 


Atty. Patrick Link, representing the 


petitioners, made the motion for "execu- 
tion of our request" after the sole objec- 
tion to the petition was withdrawn. The 
objection had been filed by Atty. Richard 
Rochester, in behalf of the Forest River 
Fire District 


If the Mount Prospect Village Board 


grants the petition, approximately 8.000 
people in an area of 1'j square miles will 
be added to the village. The area pro- 
posed for annexation, known as 
"new 


town" Prospect Heights, is located north- 
east of the village. 


BEFORE VOTING on the request, the 


village will conduct a feasibility study of 
the area. This study will determine the 
amount of revenue that will come from 
the new area and the cost of services 
that must hr provided in that area. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tci- 


chert said a preliminary study will be 
completed within the next two weeks. 
Village officials 
have already begun 


work on the study. Once it is completed 
the village trustees will "begin dis- 
cussing the proposal. It will be a month 
to two months before we are in a position

A discussion on low-income housing for

Ferrera is director of the non-profit 


corporation seeking zoning to construct a 
moderate-income housing project on 15 
acres of Ian dni Arlington Heights known 
as the Viatorian project. The MHDC also 
plans to construct other low and moder- 
ate-income housing projects in suburban 
locations. 


Kagay has been one of the leaders of 


the opposition to the Viatorian project. 


The discussion will be moderated by

Emily's Church of Mount Prospect, and 
the Fairview Gardens Civic Association.

Part of the trustees' discussion will 


probably center on the Forest River sub- 
division. The subdivision (including ap- 
proximately 200 homes), Mandel L a n e 
and Indigo Court are all part of the For- 
est River Fire District but not part of the 
annexation proposal. 


The fire district filed an objection to 


the proposal last week after requesting 
the first hearing be continued. The objec- 
tion called for excluding the Forest River 
fire station from the area proposed for 
annexation. The station is located in

Mount 
Prospect 
on 


Foundry Road near Wolf Road, the east- 
ern boundary of the area proposed for 
annexation. 


"THE DISTRICT NEEDS the fire sta- 


tion to service the people in the Forest 
River subdivision, who have been ex- 
cluded from the annexation proposal," 
said Rochester. 


Charles Iskierski, president of the dis- 


trict board of trustees, said they decided 
to withdraw the objection after meeting 
with the leaders of the petitioners Mon- 
day. "They convinced us that we were 
premature in objecting." 


"That does not mean that we won't ob- 


ject later." added Iskierski. "If Mount 
Prospect approves the annexation, we 
have 60 clays in which to petition the 
the court to disannex the entire district 
(HO per cent of the. district is included 
in the annexation proposal)." 


"We will object only if we can't secure 


satisfactory fire protection for the Forest 
River subdivision. We were assured by 
the homeowners at the meeting Monday 
that we can. We all believe that th vil- 
lage will provide that area with some 
protection." 


Alternatives already discussed by the 


various parties involved, include having 
the Forest River residents petition for a 
"coattail annexation" or having the vil- 
lage contract to provide fire protection in 
the unincorporated area. 


HOWEVER, AT THE hearing yester- 


day, Link said he was told by Gene Rick- 
aby, leader of the Forest River residents, 
"I don't believe there is any change in 
the feelings of the residents in this area. 
We do not want to join in the annexation 
to Mount Prospect." 


Concerning the second alternative, Is- 


kierski said the trustees would only 
agree to a permanent arrangement for 
fire protection in the Forest River subdi- 
vision, if it remained unincorporated. 
This rules out a contract that is renego- 
tiated annually, which is the current ar- 
rangement the village has with two rural 
fire districts. 


The residents of the Forest River sub- 


division are now represented by Atty. 
Charles Levy, who filed an appearance 
at the hearing yesterday. He said he is 
not in a legal position to file an objection 
at this time, but indicated he would take 
steps toward disannexation of the district 
if the area is not adequately protected. 


The judge urged all parties to try to 


settle the problem of fire proection out 
of court. 


A MORE ATTRACTIVE Chicago and North Western Ry. 
station is the goal of the current beautification project 
being undertaken by the village's department of public 
works and several local civic groups. Workmen erected 


a fence around the parkway at the station last week. 
Flowers, trees and shrubs will be planted some time in 
June. Plans for the project have been comtemplated 
since last September. 


Expect Annexation Suit 


The date of a court hearing on a suit 


against Wheeling for its annexation of 40 
acres in Prospect Heights is expected to 
be set soon. 


Recently Wheeling's village attorney 


filed a reply to the suit. This week the 
attorney for the Prospect Heights resi- 
dents challenging the annexation, is ex- 
pected to file his response to Wheeling's 
action. The hearing will be set after that. 


The suit, seeking to cancel the annexa- 


tion was filed March 31 by the state's 
attorney's office. It was filed against the 
village at the request of a group of Pros- 
pect Heights residents who call them- 
selves the "Wheeling Road Zoning Com- 
mittee." 


THE SUIT WAS filed by the state rath- 


er than by the residents themselves be- 
cause of the nature of the legal action 


involved. In suits challenging a munici- 
pality's jurisdiction such as this one, 
state statutes allow legal action to be 
taken in the name of the people of Illi- 
nois, according to Don Kreger, attorney 
for the group. 


Lloyd Demel, one of the members of 


the committee, said Kreger's response 
will contend "essentially that Wheeling's 
objections are not valid. The essence of 
our claim (as contained in the suit filed 
March 31) has not changed." 


In answering the suit 
challenging 


Wheeling's jurisdiction over the site, 
Paul Hamer, Wheeling village attorney 
included a copy of the ordinance the vil- 
lage used to annex the land. He also 
cited state statutes in defense of his vil- 
lage's action. 


One corner of the site in question 


touches a corner of the village limits. 
Homeowners contend the site is not suf- 
ficiently contiguous to be annexed by the 
village. Hamer maintains it is, and cites 
other court cases in which the term 
"contiguous" was defined as "near." 
LEGAL FEES FOR the fight were 
raised in a door-to-door campaign con- 
ducted in neighborhoods near the con- 
troversial site. While members of the 
committee refuse to say either how 
many persons donated to the campaign 
or how much was collected, they have 
said that the legal fund "is in the four- 
figure range." 


Demel said yesterday he could not pre- 


dict how long the legal battle would con- 
tinue. As to the outcome of the dispute, a 
statement released yesterday by the 
committee said, "We are more confident 
than ever of a favorable ruling." 


McDonald 
Creek To 
Be Cleaned 


Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary 


District officials have appointed a new 
chairman for the McDonald Creek Im- 
provement Committee and launched a 
campaign to clean up the creek. 


At a meeting earlier this week, the dis- 


trict trustees appointed Charles Routson 
to head the creek committee, an arm of 
the district. Routson will replace Jack 
Gilligan. 


"The new chairman works out of his 


home in Prospect Heights and will al- 
ways be readily available for emer- 
gencies," said a district official. "He will 
also be able to coordinate his activities 
with the district office." 


One of Routson's first duties will be to 


help organize a project to clean up the 
creek May 27. Approximately 200 stu- 
dents in an ecology class at John Hersey 
High School will join in the project. 


"There is a lot of debris in the creek 


that we have to get cleaned out of the 
creek before the June rains or we will 
have a flooding problem," explained 
Richard Schuld, superintendent of the 
district. 


THE AREA ALONG McDonald Creek 


has been plagued by flooding every sum- 
mer as a result of increased urbaniza- 
tion in the area. According to district offi- 
cials, the creek needs to be widened and 
deepened in many areas, and several 
culverts have to be updated. 


Illinois Division of Waterways (IDW> 


emergency maintenance crews have alle- 
viated some of these problems on a tem- 
porary basis. But residents feel the flood 
problem will not be solved until the 
creek is improved on a full-scale, per- 
manent basis. 


Steps toward full-scale improvement of 


the creek will begin if a bill now before 
the legislature is approved. The bill calls 
for spending $115.000 on creek improve- 
ment. A major portion of the funds are 
already slated for a new Soo Line R.R. 
bridge across the creek near Euclid and 
Wolf roads in Prospect Heights. 


This week the House appropriations 


committee passed the bill. It will now go 
to the Senate and pass through another 
series of committees. 


According to Rep. Eugene Schlickman 


(R-Arlington Heights), "There is no 
question that the bill is going to pass be- 
cause it is in the governor's budget. It is 
only a matter of time."

All Backstages Have Tasks, Jitters 


(Editor's Note: The high school pay 


has become a tradition. Recently a Her- 
ald staff writer went backstage at Pros- 
pect High School and watched as prepa- 
rations were made for the school's recent 
production, "The Fantasticks."

It's dark backstage.

To Village Board

A petition asking Mount Prospect to 


annex portions of Prospect Heights and 
unincorporated Mount Prospect will be 
turned over to the village board. 


Wrdnesrtay, Judge Harry Comerfo'd, 


nf the Cook County Circuit Court, author- 
ised the petitioners to submit tleir 
request to the village. 


Atty. Patrick Link, representing the 


petitioners, made the motion for "execu- 
tion of our rtqurst" after the sole objec- 
tion to the petition was withdrawn. The 
objection had been filed by Atty. Richard 
Rochester, in behalf of the Forest River 
Kirr District 


If the Mount Prospect Village Board 


grants the petition, approximately 8.000 
people in an area of 1'z square miles will 
be added to the village. The area pro- 
posed for annexation, known as "new 
town" Prospect Heights, is located north- 
east of the village. 


BEFORE VOTING on the requ.-st. the 


village will conduct a feasibility study of 
the area. This study will determine the 
amount of revenue that will come from 
the new area and the cost of services 
that must be provided in that area 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


rhert said a preliminary study will be 
completed within the next two weeks. 
Village officials have already begun 
v/ork on the study Once it is completed 
the village trustees will "begin dis- 
cussing the proposal. It will be a month 
to two months before we are in a position

Foundry Road near Wolf Road, the east- 
ern boundary of the area proposed for 
annexation. 


"THE DISTRICT NEEDS the fire sta- 


tion to service the people in the Forest 
River subdivision, who have been ex- 
cluded from the annexation proposal," 
said Rochester. 


Charles Ixkierski. president of the dis- 


trict board of trustees, said they decided 
to withdraw the objection after meeting 
with the leaders of the petitioners Mon- 
day. 
"They convinced us that we were 


premature in objecting." 


"That does not mean that we won't ob- 


ject later," added Iskierski. "If Mount 
Prospect approves the annexation, we 
have 60 days in which to petition the 
the court to disannex the entire district 
(80 per cent of the district is included 
in the annexation proposal)." 


"We will object only if we can't secure 


satisfactory fire protection for the Forest 
River subdivision. We were assured by 
the homeowners at the meeting Monday 
that we can. We all believe that th vil- 
lage will provide that area with some 
protection." 


Alternatives already discussed by the 


various parties involved, include having 
the Forest River residents petition for a 
"ccattail annexation" or having the vil- 
lage contract to provide fire protection in 
the unincorporated area. 


HOWEVER, AT THE hearing yester- 


day. Link said he was told by Gene Rick- 
aby, leader of the Forest River residents, 
"I don't believe there is any change in 
the feelings of the residents in this area. 
We do not want to join in the annexation 
to Mount Prospect." 


Concerning the second alternative, Is- 


kierski said the trustees would only 
agree to a permanent arrangement for 
fire protection in the Forest River subdi- 
vision, if it remained unincorporated. 
This rules out a contract that is renego- 
tiated annually, which is the current ar- 
rangement the village has with two rural 
fire districts. 


The residents of the Forest River sub- 


division are now represented by Atty. 
Charles Levy, who filed an appearance 
at the hearing yesterday. He said he is 
not in a legal position to file an objection 
at this time, but indicated he would take 
steps toward disannexation of the district 
if the area is not adequately protected. 


The judge urged all parties to try to 


settle the problem of fire proection out 
of court. 


A MORE ATTRACTIVE Chicago and North Western Ry. 
station is the goal of the current beautification project 
being undertaken by the village's department of public 
works and several local civic groups. Workmen erecte'd 


a fence around the parkway at the station last week. 
Flowers, trees and shrubs will be planted some time in 
June. Plans for the project have been comtemplated 
since last September. 


Delay West Park Opening 


Mount Prospect residents 
won't be 


able to use West Park until next spring, 
and then only half the site will be com- 
pleted. 


Construction of a retention basin on the 


park site at Golf and Busse roads will 
not be finished until September, 1972. 
Rock Road Construction Co., hired by the 
Village of Mount Prospect to complete 
the basin this year, was granted an ex- 
tension Tuesday by the village board. 
However, officials of the firm have said 
the eastern half of the basin will be com- 
pleted by August. 


Rock Road began work on the basin 


last summer. But Rock Road officials 
say work cannot possibly be completed 
on the basin this year because of rainy 
weather and delays caused by suppliers 
and equipment operators' strikes last 
year. 


"The delays as such are not critical at 


all," said Teichert, "because as the hole 
gets bigger, it holds more water." The 
village which owns the two-acre site is 
building the basin to alleviate flooding 
problems in the area. The Mount Pros- 
pect Park District which owns the sur- 
rounding 14 acres, has agreed to main- 
tain it. 


THE BOARD'S decision to grant an ex- 


tension came after a meeting with park 
and Rock Road officials earlier this 
week. Park district officials are con- 
cerned over the delay, said Tom Cooper, 
park director, pointing out that because 
of the extension, residents will not be 
able to enjoy a full park until the spring 
of 1973. 


"Now 
we can't use the park at all this 


year," Cooper said. "The eastern hah; 
will be finished for next spring, but 
that's the half that we are only land- 


scaping. People will just be able to sit 
there and look at the water.'' 


Cooper said the park district would be- 


gin seeding the finished half in August. 
Once the basin is completed, officials can 
begin work on plans to build tennis 
courts, a baseball and softball field and a 
sled hill. 


Currently a pump is removing water 


that has accumulated on the site. Once 
the water is removed, workers can again 
begin digging the basin, according to 
John Leverenz, Rock Road vice presi- 
dent of construction. 


Last year the park district bought 14 


acres of the site for approximately 
$G26.000 and has leased an adjacent nine- 
acre strip from the village until it is 
needed for municipal development. Mon- 
ey for the purchase of the site came 
from a $2.4 million park district bond is- 
sue passed in February 1969. 


Villags Pays 
Part Of Road 
Repair Cost 


In an effort to improve one of the "top 


priority traffic problems" in Mount Pros- 
pect, the village has agreed to pay a por- 
tion of the costs of revamping the inter- 
section of Northwest Highway and Cen- 
tral Road. 


Tuesday the village board agreed to 


sign an agreement calling for a number 
of improvements at the intersection. The 
agreement calls for the village to pay 
about 25 per cent of the costs. The state 
is to pay 25 per cent, and the remaining 
half is to be paid by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Total cost of the project is $84,000 with 


the village scheduled to pay $20,861. The 
state's portion is also $20,861. The federal 
government is to pay the remainder, 
842,278. 


The plan calls for updating and im- 


proving the signals and street lighting at 
the intersection and for installing con- 
crete medians with left-turn storage bays 
on Northwest Highway on both sides of 
the intersection. 


ACCORDING TO VILLAGE 
officials 


the Illinois Division of Public Works and 
Buildings, the state agency handling the 
project, bids are to be let by July 23. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert said yesterday that he expected 
work to start by the end of next summer, 
adding, "We hope we could have it done 
by the fall." 


The village is eligible for a federal 


grant from TOPICS, Traffic Operations 
Program to Increase Capacity and Safe- 
ty. The village first learned that it quali- 
fied for the grant last summer. 


Village officials have been concerned 


over the intersection for the last several 
years. Teichert said yesterday it has be- 
come one of the "top priority traffic 
problems in the last few years." 


Other proposals for improving the in- 


tersection had been considered, but none 
had won the agreement of all the parties 
concerned with the intersection: the vil- 
lage, the state and the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. 


The present plan, however, as outlined 


in a local traffic study turned over to the 
village in March of last year, was agree- 
able to all three groups. Now all that 
remains is final approval of the grant by 
the federal government. 


WHETHER THAT grant will be forth- 


coming is uncertain. Teichert pointed out 
"The project merits it, but no TOPICS 
funds have been utilized in Illinois as 
yet." The agreement approved Monday 
by the board specifies that "all costs 
which are declared to be ineligible for 
federal aid participation sh&ll be borne 


100 per cent by the village." 


In connection with the improvements 


at the intersection the study also called 
for making Hi-Lusi Avenue one-way 
southbound between Prospect Avenue 
and Busse Avenue. 


According to John Zimmermann, act- 


ing village manager, federal regulation 
in connection with the grant requires 
that a public hearing on the Hi-Lusi mat- 
ter be held. Teichert said yesterday the 
hearing would be in the form of a special 
village board meeting next Tuesday. He 
said residents who live along that part of 
Hi-Lusi would be notified of the meeting.

Promise For Another Postal Substation Lost

Somewhere the U S. Post Office seems 


to have lost a promise. 


The promise is one made by postal of- 


ficials almost four years ago when they 
gained approval from the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights to build the new post of- 
fice on Euclid Street. 


At that time, a post office official as- 


sured the village board of trustees that a 
substation would be located in the north- 
ern part of town. 


Now, almost a year and a half after 


the new post office opened, the substa- 
tion i.s nowhere to be seen. 


"THIS IDKA JUST fell through the 


crack after I left the board," Roy Bress- 
ler. who was a trustee when the post of- 
fice was approved, commented recently. 


Bressler. who is now a member of the 


park board, was assured by the regional 
director of the Post Office in 1967 that a 
substation would be located near North- 
gate. 


The substation, Bressler added, is still 


needed. "We have over 65,000 people and 
the present post office is not centrally 
located as far as population is con- 
cerned." 


Arlington Heights Postmaster Virginia 


Dodge said he remembered the discussion 


about a substation in the northern part of 
town and said "It would be a good loca- 
tion." But, she said she couldn't recall 
anything ever being done about it. 


Several times, she added, businessmen 


have approached her about bidding for a 
contract substation in their businesses. 


THE POST OFFICE, she said, will 


contract with a business, usually a drug 
store, to have a small substation oper- 
ated in the establishment. 


The merchant must furnish space, 


heat, light and the cost of staff and sub- 
mit an acceptable bid for his services to 
the post office department, she added. 


"Nothing is going to happen on a sub- 


station until someone makes a reason- 
able bid," she said. Bids that have been 
submitted for Arlington Heights, she 
said, have always been excessive. 


Another difficulty with having a con- 


tract substation, she said, is that inter- 
ested businesses in the downtown area 
are too close to the present post office to 


qualify for a substation under post regu- 
lations. 


Besides the contract substations, the 


post office could install automated sub- 
stations like the one in the Randhurst 
parking lot. 


THE PROBLEM WITH that, Mrs. 


Dodge said, is that it would have to serve 
a wide area, rather than drawing patrons 
from a small neighborhood. "We haven't 
anything comparable to Randhurst," she 
said. 


Trailer Park Will Die Within Year 


Arlington Heighes' only licensed mobile 


home park will die within the next year. 


A hearing on the revocation of the li- 


cense for the Golf-State Mobile Home 
Park, 1675 S. Arlington Heights Rd., was 
held this week by the Arlington Heights 
Village Board. 


After the hearing, the board decided to 


allow the park's owner one year to try to 
sell the property for a use other than for 
a mobile home park. The park includes 
about 25 trailers and is located on the 
east side of Arlington Heights Road a 
short distance north of Golf Road. 


During the hearing. Village Atty. Jack 


Siegel said the village, county and state 
have inspected the park and reportedly 
found inadequate sanitation facilities, in- 
adequate water supplies, litter and de- 
bris. He said the state had notified the 
village if it did not take action to revoke 
the license, the state would step in. 


AFTER CONSIDERABLE discussion, 


the Village Board and the property own- 
er agreed to a one-year time limit on 
trying to sell the property. He also 
agreed not to increase the number of mo- 
bile homes parked at the site and to sell 


the property for use other than a mobile 
home park. He said he had been trying 
to sell the property for months. 


An agreement between the owner and 


the village will be drawn up and is 
scheduled to be presented at the village 
board's next meeting. 


The trailer park is the only one in the 


village which must be licensed. The mo- 
bile home park at Arlington Park Race 
Track does not come under local and 
state licensing standards because it is 
used only for employes of the track and 
is legally not a public trailer park.

Hathaway recommended the skeleton 


be taken to the museum for definite iden- 
tification, and said it should have been 
taken there "first off." 


But "first off," police still believed the 


skeleton was human, and had con- 
firmation from Dr. Jerry J. Kearns of 
the Cook County coroner's office to back 
them up. 


Meanwhile, an unofficial source theo- 


rized the skeleton, if it in fact came from 
a bear, is the remains of some hunting 
enthusiast's successful trip to a neighbor- 
ing state. The head might now be grin- 
ning down from some trophy wall, he 
commented. 


The skeleton had been described as 


about the size of a child. Once the spe- 
cies of the animal was established, said 
O'Connell, police consultants did not car- 
ry their investigation any further. It is 


not known just when the animal died, or 
how long its bones exposed in the field. 
But, said O'Connell, it has been learned 
the bones were sighted as early as Dec. 
1, 1970. They simply were not reported to 
police until May 9. 


Difficulty in identifying the skeleton re- 


sulted from the fact some major parts 
were missing. When police found the 
skeleton, it was minus neck and shoulder 
bones and the skull, as well as the right 
foot (paw). 


On receiving the skeleton, police sent it 


to the Cook County coroner's office, 
where pathologist Dr. Kearns identified 
it as human. But questions were raised 
by a science teacher at James B. Conant 
High School, who pointed out human 
bones would not normally remain at- 
tached when moved. The mystery skele- 
ton maintained its shape after repeated 


moves to and from the field and to the 
coroner's office. The teacher, whom po- 
lice did not identify, also questioned the 
shape of the spine, which he said did not 
resemble that of a person. 


It was then that police requested an 


opinion from an anthropologist. Charles 
A. Warren of the Chicago Circle Campus, 
University of Illinois Warren was to 
have received the skeleton early last 
week, but did not see it until two days 
ago.

A medical clinic in an isolated prov- 


ince of Guatemala was home for two 
weeks to Or Samuel Borushek. a mem- 
bfr of the medical staff at Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hospital. Park Ridge. 


Borushek returned last month from a

Guatemala, where he worked with Dr 
Carroll Behrhorst at the Behrhorst Clinic 
and Hospital 


The area is inhabited by 200,000 Cak- 


chikel Indiana, who distrust moat white 
men and live in dire poverty. 


"There is poverty there you can't be- 


lieve exists. It is unbelievable. You can't 
believe it unless you see it," said Boru- 
shek 


The Indian inhabitants are of Mayan 


descent, he noted 


'Their culture flourished before the 


birth of Christ They are a docile people 
and their way of life hasn't changed in 
300 years They are very set in their 
»a>s The agricultural methods are rudi- 
mentary and they don't mix with white 
men They don't trust them " 


Borushek said that as many as 230 


patients a day are seen in the Behrhorst 
Clinic and another 100 or so in the hospi- 
tal 


Tuberculosis and malnutrition are the 


biggest killers among the Indians, he 
added and 50 per cent of all children die 
before they are five years old 


The children there die of diseases 


that .ire unheard of here." he said 


The clinic and hospital were opened in 


l%7 by Behrhorst. formerly a general 
practitioner in Winfield, Kan 


Establishing the clime wasn't an easy 


process 


Behrhorst sat in the village square for 


six months, and no one would come to 
him. Indians don't go to white men for 
help. Then they brought him a sick child 
who was ready to die and he saved the 
cnild The next day he had 100 patients 
waiting to see him. 


"Even now, the Indians won't go to a 


white man's hospital when the clinia 
can't treat them. The clinic can handle 
pneumonia, tuberculosis, infections. But 
it has no facilities for surgery, obstetrics 
or X-rays But the Indians would rather 
die than go to a white man's hospital for 
help. I saw many Indians walk out of the 
clinic knowing they were going to die, 
yet refusing to go to another hospital for 
help " 


Borushek said he first became aware 


of Behrhorst's work a few years ago 
through magazine articles Later he read 
a book about the work done in the clinic, 
and arranged for his wife and himself to 
work in it through Lutheran General 


"BeFirhorst's clinic is unique. It is not 


a charity program, but a method to help 
these people to help themselves," said 
Borushek. "All the patients pay for medi- 
cal help, even it it's only 50 cents." 


Behrhorst has no other doctors to as- 


sist him, but is helped by Indian nurses 
he trained himself. He is training some 
Indians to be para-medical personnel, 
who could administer medications in out- 
lying villages. 


Behrhorst is also working with Peace 


Corps workers, representatives of the 
American Friends Service Committee 
and other service organizations to im- 
prove the agricultural program in the 
area. Borushek said

cultural methods, teaching the Indians to 
use fertilizer and raise chickens. 


"Behrhorst feels these people cannot 


be helped unless they have land, so he is 
buying land and reselling it to the In- 
dians. When the land starts to produce, 
they can repay him." 


Borushek feels that Behrhorst's ap- 


proach will be more effective than that 
taken by the famous missionary and doc- 
tor, Albert Schweitzer,, who operated a 
clinic for the underprivileged in Africa 
until his death in 196S. 


"Schweitzer treated the people as chil- 


dren, not as equals. Now his clinic is 
closing, because the people 
weren't 


taught to help themselves." 


Borushek would like to return to work 


at the clinic and is also trying to interest 
other doctors in it. 


"The people there are very committed 


to the whole operation. They're tre- 
mendous," he said. 


One factor which would hamper other 


doctors from going down is the need to 
speak Spanish to communicate with the 
Indians, he noted. 


Funds also are needed, he added. The 


115 bed clinic is, to a certain extent, self- 
supporting, but additional funds could be 
used to expand services, he said. Some 
of the funds from Sunday s "Hike for the 
Hungry" in the Northwest suburbs will 
go to benefit the clinic. 


"Sufficient funds would for instance, 


allow the clinic to buy enough vaccine to 
inoculate an entire village in the back 
country against whooping cough or some 
other disease," Boruahek said.

Handicap, are currently campaigning in 
Nebraska but could be shipped back for 
the big money. Richard Hazelton also 
trains these two speedsters and is hold- 
ing a strong hand for the Better Bee. 


No No Billy, a hard-driving colt by 


Rough 'n Tumble, was spectacular last 
Saturday when he just got up to defeat 
Great Mystery in the Matt Winn. No No 
Billy, who likes to come from behind and 
can handle a distance of ground, will 
probably come right back for the Better 
Bee. 


Great Mysttry, a well-traveled colt 


who has won more than $180,000 the last 
two years, will stay for the 1-1/8 mile 
feature.

State legislators, 
however, are more concerned about state 
action than a possible Supreme Court de- 


cision. 


Even if Illinois' parochiaid clears the 


legal hurdles, it will still face the chal- 
lenge of controversy for years to come. 


OPPONENTS OF THE bills have ar- 


gued that parochiaid violates separation 
of church and state and is thus uncon- 
stitutional. They argue that parochiaid 
would promote racially segregated pri- 
vate schools, and parents of non-public 
school students can and should pay for 
their own education. 


Their most successful argument, how- 


ever, has been that a crisis in funding 
public education should force the state to 
meet its obligations to the public school 
system first. 


Proponents of parochiaid counter that 


the drain of Catholic students into public 


schools is contributing to the present 
crisis. So, the funds will actually aid 
public education altohugh somewhat in- 
directly, they assert. 


Finally, they maintain that a plural- 


istic school system, in which parents and 
students have a choice of the type of edu- 
cation they receive, is an important and 
necessary American tradition. 


ALL OF THOSE arguments have a fa- 


miliar ring. A similar and related con- 
troversy occurred in the early 1900's, 
when the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
against prayer in public schools. 


Regardless of what the State Legisla- 


ture does this session, the argument 
about parochiaid can be expected to be a 
hotly-debated topic

months and years.

Dictate Their 


Choice Of A Home

One by one, Mrs. Fred Gieseke. a life- 


long resident of Arlington Heights, has 
watched the houses around her razed for 
modern office buildings and parking lots. 
Now her home is one of two left on the 
first block of South Highland. 


Yet no matter what her neighbor de- 


cides to do under pressure of Realtors, 
Emily Gieseke. a widow, will not be 
talked into giving up her two-story frame 
house. 


"I hope I'm dead when they take this 


house down." she said, "I couldn't take 
it . . only two left here now in this whole 
area . . everything else is business. 


"I don't think I could stand being 


cooped in a small place such as an apart- 
ment. I need an upstairs and a basement 
to move around in. I would go nuts with- 
out this house." 


MRS. GIESEKE'.S adamant decision to 


remain in the same home in which she 
has resided for the past 2S years ex- 
emplifies one choice open to the senior 
citurn who periodically must re-evaluate 
his place of residence according to such 
criteria as health, transportation, ex- 
penses and companionship. 


For Mrs. Gieseke, her home is her life 


line. 


Recently she refinished a couple of 


pieces of furniture and painted the walls 
of her basement. In the summer tending 
a small vegetable garden takes up quite 
a bit of her attention. 


Her children, with grown famines of 


their own, stop by frequently, taking her 
grocery shopping or dropping off any 
item she might need. Boarders keep her 
from ever being compltetely alone. 


"I KEEP VERY busy," said Mrs. 


Gieseke, who was a licensed practical 
nurse for 40 years at the Lutheran Home 
for the Aged. "If I just sat and did noth- 
ing, my mind would go." 


Being able to retain a large home past 


the age of retirement is a certain luxury 
many older citizens can't afford. It can 
become an inconvenience, a constant 
worry and headache. Problems begin to 
supercede the joy of sentimental attach- 
ment. 


Poor health above all forces many el- 


derly persons to sell their homes and ei- 
ther move in with their children or into 
resident homes for the aged where sup- 
portive services are available. 


The fear of being alone is another fac- 


tor which drives many senior citizens to 
get rid of their homes. When mates pass 
away, the widow or widower will often 
pull up stakes and move to entirely dif- 
ferent parts of the country to be with 
their children. For them an empty house 
turns into an unhappy experience. 


THERE IS NO common denominator. 


It depends upon the individual's circum- 
stances, constitution and needs. 


Mrs. Freida Brunow fled East Berlin 


following World War II to set up house- 
keeping with a son In Arlington Heights. 
Now 86 and having outlived all three 


children and a husband, Mrs. Brunow 
considers the Lutheran Home for the 
Aged as her home. She moved in 16 
years ago. 


Well-managed homes for the aged are 


plush resorts for those persons in their 
seventies and eighties, even nineties, 
who no longer can function alone out on 
their own. 


They are havens for those without

friends or relatives, a substitute route for 
others who would otherwise have to re- 
side with their offspring. 


Thirty j'ears ago, homes for the elderly 


were referred 
b> as "God's waiting 


room." A picture of a demure gentleman 
silently rocking away ready to die was 
popularly endorsed. 


Considered in the same status as resi- 


dents of the county poor house, the elder- 
ly 
were considered to have been 


"dumped" by their unloving families. 


Mrs. Freida Brunow has outlived her entire family. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Florianek of Magnus Farm 


Greatly improved facilities and a more 
mature outlook have almost completely 
erased that pathetic notion. 


"A HOME FOR the aged is an exten- 


sion of the community," 
said Paul 


Hauer, director of the Lutheran Home 
for the Aged. 


"Those who choose to come here are 


residents. . . not^patients or inmates. We 
are concerned more with a social com- 
ponent of care and what this person can 
still do. We capitalize on that, not what 
they have lost," he explained. 


"We try to develop individual life 


styles here and give every resident a 
good reason to get up in the morning." 


The majority of senior citizens residing 


in homes are ambulatory and therefore 
free to come and go as they please. 
Many spend weekends with families and 
friends. Still others, not having tn worry 
about expenses, take two and three-week 
vacations at a time. 


"WE'VE INCREASED the standard of 


living excessively for most of our resi- 
dents who were more or less Isolated on 
the outside," said Hauer. "Here they are 
not deprived of anything. Rather, we try 
to bring society down to a pace they can 
keep up with. . . slow life down to a 
speed they can manage." 


"We have no life contracts here, no re- 


strictions," said Arthur Applequist, as- 
sistant administrator of Addolorata Villa, 
a home for 101 elderly persons in Wheel- 
ing. 


"When our residents want to come 


back after spending Christmas with their 
families and refer to it as coming back 
home," said A. B. Magnus, adminis- 
trator of the privately owned home, 
Magnus Farm in Arlington Heights, 
"then we know they are happy." 


WHILE RESIDENT HOMES in the 


area all concentrate on providing a per- 
sonal warm atmosphere, it is still diffi- 
cult for many senior citizens to break up 
housekeeping and conform to a certain 
amount of routine. 


Even though most retirement homes 


allow their residents to decorate their 
rooms as they please, the common feel- 
ing, upon first moving in, is one of appre- 
hension. Private rooms, which many of 
the homes do offer, are preferable and 
under gird the need for dignity and 
privacy of the individual. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Florianek were 


married 21 years ago. It was a second 
marriage for both. She was 53 and he 65. 
Each has children by their former mates 
who both had passed away before they 
met. 


LAST JULY THEY gave up their small 


apartment in Chicago to b've at Magnus 
Farm where they managed to turn their 
one room into a combined bedroom and 
sitting room. 


"We'd rather stay here independent 


than move in with our children," they 
agreed when interviewed. "The kids 
should and have their own ideas." 


Sunday dinner, however, is set aside 


for a visit to his children or hers. 


Their decision to move into a retire- 


ment home was prompted when Mrs. 
Florianek, becoming ill, slipped and fell 
several times. Her husband knew he 
could no longer adequately care for her 
by himself. 


SINCE MOVING IN, Mrs. Florianek, 


with the security of 24-hour medical su- 
pervision, 'has not had any additional 
spells. 


"It was very hard for us at first to 


adjust," said Mrs. Florianek, "and to 
give up our apartment. Now we are very 
happy and know we did the right thing."

There are many senior citizens in the 


northwest suburbs who have chosen to 
move in with either a son or daughter. 


Mrs. Ethel Carzine of Winston Park in 


Palatine is one. Four years ago when her 
daughter and son-in-law were transferred 
from Memphis, Term., they insisted she 
come too. 


"It was difficult giving up my home," 


said Mrs. Carzine, who had lived in 
Memphis 37 years of her life. "I was 
leaving friends behind and I thought I 
would be lonesome." 


YET HER 
LIVING situation 
has 


turned out well. Mrs. Carzine is able to 
keep the house running smoothly while 
her daughter works. Various senior citi-' 
zen clubs have kept her entertained and 
filled the need for companionship. 


"People are really friendly here, but 


you have to meet them halfway," she 
said. 


Every year she returns at least once to 


visit friends in Memphis. 


"I always said I wouldn't live with my 


children," said Mrs. Jennie Mclnnes of 
Arlington Heights. "It just shows that 
you never know what you are going to 
do." 


With more or less the facilities of an 


apartment minus a kitchen within her 
son's home, Mrs. Mclnnes can retire to 
her sitting room when she really desires 
to be alone. 


A NUMBER OF senior citizens who 


don't care to maintain a house after their 
family has grown take an intermediate 
step into an apartment. 


"You can come and go as you like in 


an apartment," said Mrs. Marion Cham- 
berlain of Palatine. "It was hard to give 
up my house and I first asked myself, 
am I doing right? But now I don't have 
to worry. I have no upkeep with my 
apartment. When my children come 
over, they can relax and visit, and not 
have to work." 


In popular demand more recently are 


condominiums. Like a house they con- 
stitute an investment. Yet more like an 
apartment, there is little upkeep. Senior 
citizens with few health worries consider 
it a winning combination. 


CAMEO CONDOMINIUMS in Wheeling 


were built in 1965. Only persons 45 and 
over are eligible to reside there. The 140 
units were filled up almost immediately. 
Sixty-nine of the residents are widows. 


The complex built around a courtway is 


managed by a 10-man board made up of 
the residents themselves. 


Glen Pilgrim, a past president of the 


associaton, finds the situation of manag- 
ing themselves ideal. 


Buying a two-bedroom apartment, the 


Pilgrims knocked out one wall and com- 
bined one of the bedrooms with the living 


room to make a larger sitting area. 
Since they own their apartment, resi- 
dents can redesign the apartents to their 
individual needs. 


NEIGHBORS ARE close to one an- 


other. Mrs. Pilgrim gets together with 
other women during the day in sewing 
and knitting circles. Floor lounging areas 
are available for additional socializing. 


No matter which direction the senior 


citizen chooses to take in regards to 
housing, the thought uppermost in his 
mind is to remain as active and indepen- 
dent as possible.

Dear Dorothy: Our new home is in an 


undeveloped countryside area and we'd 
like to start a hedge, preferably one that 
will give us privacy should we ever de- 
sire It. Do you know what would fill this 
bill?-Betsy Field. 


Coincidences are the most! In the next 


mail after your letter was a bulletin 
from the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
on the Russian-olive, a dense, attractive 
hedge. This is a spready, shrubby-type 
tree that usually grows 12 to 20 feet tall 
(at maturity). It produces a silvery- 
white fruit which remains through the 
winter. The silvery foliage and graceful, 
irregular shape make it attractive, too, 
for landscape plantings. In the early 
summer it bears many small, yellow, 
highly fragrant flowers that later devel- 
op into the silvery fruit. Many lovely 
birds are attracted to this type of hedge. 
You can read more about it by sending 
for a free copy (while they last) of Leaf- 
let No. 517 from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Soil Conservation Service, 
Washington, D.C. 20250.
